When the children first came 
to this country from Santiago de Cuba 
representations were made to the 
Children's Society that the Point 
Loma school was not fit place to bring 
up children, and the society nude & 
protest against allowing the little ones 
to land.

Mrs. Tingley’s friends rushed to pro- 
tect her name and that of the school.

and the minority. The government 
had desired to close Parliament today 
for the holiday recess, and this was 
by the minority, on the 
ground that the chamber should re- 
main in session to discuss the budget. 
The feeling was intensified when 
Deputy Gauthier made a savage attack 
on the ernment for ite laxity in 
prosecuting parties conrected with the 
Humbert scandal. Even worse than 
this scandal, he declared. was the state 
of anarchy existing within the courts, 
within the police, and within the gov- 
ernment. He called on Minister of Jus- 
tice Valle for an explanation of the 
affair. and the Minister made an em- 
phatic rejoinder, declaring that the 
scandals of the republic were far less 
numerous than those of the empire, 
whieh still lived in memory. He 
closed with the assertion that Freder- 
ick Humbert had been a Boulangist 
Deputy. This immediately threw the 
chamber into violent tumult, the 
members of the Right shouting indig- 
nant denials.

Badger White Company Takes Party 
Out from Long Beach to See Its 


Hopes and Prospects. 

The Badger White on Fompany's 
excursion yesterday was a success, so 
far as the onting feature was con- 
cerned, bout half a hundred Long 
Beach people, pretty well divided as to 
ex. took advantage of the occasion, 
going by special train, and between 
ouidoor tunching in the cafions under 
cotton nod and sycamore, palo verde 
and live oak; climbing the rugged sides 
of the porphyry hille—barren of vege- 
tation except the. straggling man- 
zanita, sage brush and greasewood— 
and gathering mistletoe, they were a 
delighted crowd. 

The Badger White Oil Company con- 
sists largely of hopes. Seventeen men 
“located” 226 acres of “mineral” land 
a year ago near Russ Station; organ- 
ized a company; ircorporated, capital- 
izing for half a million § doellare—and 
piaced half the stock on the market as 
“treasury stock,” retaining the other 
half for promoting the scheme. 

So far nothing tangible has been 
done to develop the Badger white-oil 


fields. That there is ofl there is 
proven—to the promotors—(who in 
turn deavored to prove their theory 


to their excursionists) by the very fact 
that a “scum” will gather on water 
impounded in the cafien. 

Their latest plan is to develop the 
ofl, and then the wast bodies of iron 
ore that are on their jand. That there 
ir iron ore on their property is proven 
by the fact that the American § tron 
Company is mining «a high-grade tron 
ore near the land, and smelting it on 
the spot with oil brought from the 
Kern oi] fields. Then why not their 
echeme? 

Now here 1s a combination: Iron ore, 
and olf with which to smelt it into 
pig. This would be a big thing right 
here on the Southern Facies trans- 
continental trunk line, but eo far de- 
velopment work has not been prose- 
cuted by the Badger White people, and 
in the face of their expressed deter- 
mination to “not spend a dollar until 
enough stock is sold to justify the es- 
tablishment of high-grade machin- 
ery’—$10,000 they call “enough’—it is 
possible the work of development may 
be delayed somewhat.

NEXT SPEAKER. 


Vivid Pen Picture of the Illinois 
Statesman Now So Famous Al- 
though Born a Quaker He Has 
Taken Big Part in Public Life. 


HE following sketch of Hon. 


next Speaker of the National House 
‘of Representatives, appeared in the 
| Washington correspondence column of 
— the ‘Transcript on May 4, 1900, and is

House of Representatives almost in- 
variably ask to hhve Mr. Cannon of 
Iilinols pointed out. In one way or 
another they have heard of him, and 
have become interested in his per- 
sonality, and he is well worth looking 
at. In his capacity of chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, Mr. 
Cannon holds the government purse- 
string. The term “watchdog of the 
treasury” cannot be correctly applied 
to him, because it has already been 
preémpted by certain men in the 
House, who have made it their busi- 
ness to bark whenever the treasury 
was approached. “Uncle Joe“ is the 
man who listens to the bark, and finds 
out whether the dog has been stirred 
up with cause or without. Mr. Cannon 
has served for twenty years on this 
important committee, and has for near- 
ly eight years been its chairman In 
this record he surpasses any previous 
chairman of the committee. He has 
served twenty-five years in Congress, 
and with the exception of the Fifty- 
second Congress, elected in 1890 when 
he went down in the Democratic tidal 
wave, this service has been continu- 


ous. 

The familiar title of “Uncle Joe“ is 
a tribute to his easy and approachabie 
disposition. There are no frills about 
him. . He is a plain, frank man from 
the country, who hates buttoned waist- 
coats and straight-back chairs. He 
early learned that tables were made 
to rest one’s feet on, and that there 
is no comfort like that founded upon 
the shoulder-blades.

THE WORM IN THE NUT. 
While there is apparently nothing 
positively ilegitimate in the plan on 
which most of these associations are

ratio, in order to make them practical 
and of immediate benefit to the present 
patrons, If the acquisition of new 
members should cease, or a material 
adwinaling of membership of some of 
the associations now doing business on 
the coUperative plan were to take 
place (and who can say that for some 
cause or other, such will not be the 
case?) it would be decades before the 
last of the contract-holders would get 
the loans which they have, contracted 
for om paid their money to obtain. 

It is generally conceded that such 
concerns are a

$1, besides getting a rake-off of 20 
cents out of every dollar that passes 
through its hands. That is. you pay 
the company i a week eighty 
weeks, and at the end of that period 
or sooner or later yee get a check for 
$160. Twenty per cent. of the money 
paid in is taken out for running ex- 

nees. The balance is paid to policy

FOR MONEY.

Lively Financial Situation Now 
Seen in Los 


— — 


i Nothing Like “‘Tightness,"’ 
Say Prominent Bankers. 


— ä — 


Millions of Dollars Locked Up 
by the Payment of Taxes— 
Reforms Suggested. 


There is nothing in the reports sent 
out of a Shy money market in Los 
Angeles. 

The bankers of the city are agreed 
that the financial situation here has 
not a single disturbing feature about 
it, and that, while the demand for 
money just now is very active, owing 
to the fact that taxes have just been 
paid, and big holiday stocks must be 
carried, all of which is on top of an 
unusual activity in bisiness and realty, 
present conditions are in every way 
natural and simply give added evi- 
dence of the great prosperity that is 
benefiting the whole community. 

W. C. Patterson, president of the 
Los Angeles National Bank, was posi- 
tive that there is nothing Iinfelicitous 
in the money situation of the present. 

“No,” said he, “anybody who says 
that money is tight, is absolutely mis- 
taken. Just now there is Simply a 
tremendous demand, owing to our, bus!- 
ness activity, and also movements in 
real estate. Then, too, taxes have just 
been paid, and money always feels a 
little faint immediately efter that 
season. True, money is not as plentiful 
as it was a few months ago, when 
the banks were pushing their surplus 
deposits as hard as possible, but there 
je ampie for all legitimate purposes, 
and all of our customers can have 
whatever they need. In other words, 
we can serve all our customers, and 
take our pick of other applicants, No, 
money is not tight, the demand is sim- 
ply very active.’ 

H. W. Hellman, vice-president of the 
Farmers’ and Merchants’. Bank, com- 
mented upon the fact that about §2,- 
000,000 of money is now locked out of 
circulation in this city by reason of the 
recent city and county tax collections, 
In San Francisco there are about §8,- 
000,000 thus locked up. 

TEMPORARY SCARCITY. 

“Temporarily,” said Mr. Hellman, 
“money locally is a little scarce, owing 
to taxes, the buying of holiday goods 
and a big activity in real estate and 


businéss generally, but there is noth- 
ing ominous at all in the present con- 
dition of affairs. These little matters 
will regulate themselves. There is 
plenty of money here for all needs, but 
the demand is such that the banks can 
ck out their borrowers. Nobody is 
ing turned away from this bank, 
whether he wants loans, big or little.”

this year you must loan me some.’ Then 
Il explain the situation to them, show- 
ing how natural it is, and there is no 
more concern. No, money is not 
scarce: there is plenty here to sup- 
ply all legitimate demands; nobody 
need be alarmed about the present 
situation. The future was never more 
promising.” 

“Is it true that the local banks are 
heavily loaded with real estate?“ 

“No, sir; if anybody has started such 
a report, he is wholly ignorant of the 
facts. The banks of this city own less 
real estate today than ever before. 
Take the First National Bank, for in- 
stance; last year we had $78,000 in real 
estate to our credit, while this year 
we have only $15,000. Many banks here 
hold scarcely any real estate.” 

TREASURERS BREAK LAW. 

Mr. Elliott then took occasion to state 
that he wishes he could have attended 
the .conference of newly-elected legis- 
lators that met at the Chamber of 
Commerce the other day, to advise 
them of the importance of loosing 
State moneys, from the vaults of the 
State Treasury, under stringent regu- 
lations, that it might be available for 
relief in case of a stringency in the 
future. The national government has 
provided for such an emergency with 
Federal money. Why should not the 
State take similar action? asks Mr. 
Elliott. 

“Why,” said he, “you know, it is a 
criminal offense in this State for pub- 
lle moneys to be deposited on account 
where they can be used. They are 
simply locked up, and no & is 
made, by depositing bonds or other- 
wise, for banks or individuals to put 
them into ‘circulation, however badly 
these funds may be needed. Do you 
know, unless the treasurers in some of 
the poor little counties of this State 
broke the law every day in this re- 
spect, such counties could not do busi- 
ness; they would simply be without 


the necessary money?“

Shippers Attribute the Improvement 

to the Adoption of the “F.0.B.” Way 

of Doing Business—Shipments Assum- 

ing Large Proportions. 4 


Celery growers of Southern Califor- 
nia are secretly rejoicing over the 
very cold weather in the East; not that 
they find joy in the suffering and loss 
caused by blizzards, but local celery is 
thereby given almost full sway in the 
eastern markets. 

True, there is the stock that is in 
storage back there, but it is said to be 
very meager. 

But all other stocks have been 
ruined by the cold. According to a 
local celery grower, the crop throughs 
out the East and South was in its fag 
end, anyway, before the bad weather 
set in, and prior to that time only in- 
but, being 
cheaper, it interfered with all better 
grades. 

“California celery.” said the local 
grower yesterday, “is far and away 
the best celery that gets into the East, 
The colder the weather there, the bet- 
ter it pleases the California growers. 
We have been shipping into the East 
since October 20, and to date about 
two hundred carloads have been for- 
warded. Our celery in the East jobs 
at from 40 to 45 cents per dozen, while 
the celery from other parts of the 
country jobs for from 15 to 30 cents 
a dozen. 

“From now on the prospects are for 
a very brisk demand for California 
celery in the big eastern markets—in 
fact, the best in years. 

“Last year our average net price for 
the product was only from 10 to 12 
cents: so far this year it is from 16 to 
20 cents. Last year, however, about 
half of the output was consigned; this 
vear it is all f.0.b. in Los Angeles. The 
latter method, | think, is responsibie 
for this year’s inerense and is the only 
way to handle California products, ac- 
cording to my view of the situation. 

“As to local consumption, Los Ange- 
les is using about a carload a week 
just now, but as Christmas approaches 
the demand will be for nearer two car- 
loads. The White Plume variety, in 
carload lots, is worth about 16 cents a

Believed That Two-cent Rate Between 
America and Great Britain is About 
to Be Arranged. 

(STAFY CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—At last, after 
years of negotaitions, it is believed here 
2-cent postage between England and the 
United States is about to be arranged. 
It seems that the delegates of the Lon- 
don Chamber of Commerce, who went 
to New York recently, were authorized 
by the British government to discuss 
the postal relations of the two coun- 
tries jn a semi-official way—and as a 
result the postal dignitaries here are 
satisfied that the prospects of the re- 
duction in rates within the next twelve 
months are most favorable. 

An official of high standing, who has 
been at the head of his department for 
ten years—and has been connected for 
twenty-five years with the service be- 
tween the United States and England— 
said to the writer yesterday: Eng- 
land is not responsible for the delay 
in bringing thig penny postage sys- 
tem to a head. I know that for five 
years at least the two departments 
have been in communication with each 
other on the subject. It was thought 
two yeurs ago, that the plan was com- 
pleted, but some responsible business 
men, both English and American, who 
were called in by the Duke of Nor- 
folk to give their opinions, said that 
the reduction would cause complica- 
tions, the expenses of which would 
not be justified at the moment, and 
it was decided that matters must stand 
as they were unless a clean sweep could 
be made. Your system in America is 
more expensive than ours; we have one 
postofiice to every 2100 inhabitants; 
you have one to every thousand. Yet 
I would not care to say that your 
system of distribution is better than 
ours. 

“What has given the greatest im- 
petus to the penny-postage idea is the 
enormous increase in business between 
this country and America, but on the 
other hand I believe the increase might 
go on indefinitely and nothing would 


that thousands of American firms have 
now. established themselves on fhis 
side. These are really the people who 
have been bringing pressure to bear 
on the authorities at Washington, and 
it appears to me that it is to them we 
must look for the realization of a penny 


reason to believe that Fer- 
pont control will hurry on 
the scheme and it is believed that he 
will engage to carry the mails at a 
price that will enable both govern- 
ments to come to a speedy conclusion 
on the subject.”

HOMAS B. REED IS DEAD. 

The serious iliness of Hon, Thomas 
B. Reed, at WasNington, te Inated in 
his death last evening, as noted in the 
telegraphic dispatches this morning. 

The death of ex-Speaker Reed re- 
moves a picturesque figure from Amer- 
fean life. Although he had been for 
several years practically out of public 
‘life, he was not altogether out of the 
Public mind. Since his retirement from 
political life he had been a frequent 
contributor to periodical literature, dis- 
cussing topics of current interest, and 
through this mediumship he had kept 
fn touch with current public thought. 

Mr. Reed was a member of the Maine 
House of Representatives in 1868-69: 
State Senator in 1870; Attorney-General 
of Maine in 1870-72; City Solicitor of 
Portiand, Me., from 1874 to 1877. He 
was elected to Congress in 1877, and 
Was successively re@lected, retaining 
his membership in the House until his 
resignation in 1899. He was Speaker 
of the Fifty-first, Fifty-fourth and 
Fifty-fifth Congresses, and was re- 
elected to the Fifty-sixth Congress, but 
resigned, as stated, in 1899. 

Mr. Reed was a prominent candi- 
Gate for President in 1896, although his 
nomination was at no time a probabil- 
ity. His prominence in public life 
Was gained chiefly during his occu- 
pancy of the Speaker’s chair in the 
House of Representatives, in which po- 
sition he was given the sobriquet of 
“Czar Reed.“ which clung to him dur- 
Ing the remainder of his life. The 
firmness with which he enforced the 
“Reed rules“ justified in some degree 
the title. Until the adoption of those 
rules, the majority of the House had 
been virtually hmpotent_before the dila- 
tory tactics of the minority. The adop- 
tion of the Reed rules, and the rigid 
enforcement thereof by the Spexker, 
may almost be said to have signallized 
the beginning of a new era in Con- 
aresrional legislation. The House was 
enabled to do business, where, before 
its power had been virtual: paralyzed 
by a recalcitrant and obstructive 
minority. 

No higher tribute could have. been 
paid to the validity and value of the 
Reed rules than was pald when they 
were adopted, in effect (though not to 
the letter). by the Democratic majority 
of the Fifty-third Congress, although 
they had been denounced with great 
bitterness under the Reed régime. 
These rules, with some variations, have 
since been, and are today, the covern- 
ing code of the lower house. While 
they undoubtedly ¢ive ri to injustice 
in some cases, they serve to make 
the House of Representatives an 
autonomous body, and enable it to 
transact business in spite of factious 
opposition—which is a consideration 
greatly outweighing the objections to 
the Reed rules. 

Thomas B. Reed.was, beyond = an 
question, a great American, a natura! 
leader, a man of surpassing force of 
character. The impress which he left 
upon his time wm not soon de er- 
faced. His memory will long be cher- 
ished. Peace to his ashes. —

Just closed. London shops were full of 
excellent fresh figs, plums and grapes 
at low prices. During the month of 
October, according to the Gardeners’ 
Magazine, that market was success- 
fully flooded with thousands of tons of 
choice black plums grown in Califor- 
nia, while the farmers of Kent left 
their plums to rot on the trees and 
ground, affirming that it was not worth 
while to pick them. The same publica- 
tion is authority for the statement that 
California shipments of plums in Octo- 
ber aggregated 5000 tons over the pre- 
vious record. 

The success of Californians in thus 
pushing fruit into the English market 
is attributed to our unique Kin in 
packing. This fact emphasizes the Im- 
portance of giving fancy fruit a chance 
to display itself to the best advantage, 
particularly in untried markets.

A skillful pack catches the eye, and 
is good for big dollars and cents in 
most foreign markets where a demand 
can be created for California's excellent 
products. 


CONTINUING SCANDAL. 


The manner in which the street- 
sprinkling contract in this city is car- 
ried out—or, rather, not carried out— 
is a continuing Sandal. The city pays 
for sprinkling the graded streets in 
such manner, at all times of the year, 
as to keep the dust laid. At no time of 
the year are the terms of this contract 
lived up to in good faith by the con- 
tracton There is constant, systematic 
and shameful evasion of the obliga- 
tions Imposed by the contract. 

Citizens are compelled, day after 
day and week after week, in all the 
residence portions of the city, to make 
complaints at the Street Superin- 
tendent’s office because the streets 
upon which they reside are neglected. 
Sometimes these complaints are effec- 
tive in securipg better service for a 
few days. Oftener they are ignored, 
and the abuse goes on unremedied. 
This is not, apparently, the fault of the 
Superintendent of Streets. The latter 
official has no power to enforce the 
contract. All he can do, apparently, 
is to turn over the complaints of citi- 
zens to the street-sprinkling contractor 
and to call the attention of the Coun- 
cil to the unsatisfactory state of af- 
fairs. This the present Superintendent 
of Streets has done on more than one 
occasion. The last time he recom- 
mended that a considerable deduction 
be made from the bill renderéd by the 
contractor, for services not performed. 
The recommendation of Superintendent 
Metwuire was just. It should have 
been followed. Instead, it Was pigeon- 


holed, and the whole matter was al- 


lowed to drop. 

"“Binbe the early rains, the street 
sprinkling has been more slipshod than 
ever. There are many graded streets 
in the residence sections of the city 
which have not received a drop of 
water since the rains, and in which 
the dust is flying as thickly as on an 
ungraded street in midsummer. Com- 
plaints are of no avail to remedy the 
neglect. The sprinkling contractor is 
evidently under the impression that he 
is to be allowed to do as he pleases 
anyhow, and that the general public 
‘who foot the bills) have no rights 
which he is bound to respect. 

The street sprinkling is, paid for by 
general tax. The contract covers all 
graded streets, and there should be no 
discrimination. But there is system- 
atic and constant discrimination in fa- 
vor of certain streets and against 
others, West Adams street, Figueroa, 
and other streets in neighborhoods 


‘containing costly residences, are thor- 


oughly sprinkled when necessary. In 
some of these streets the work is over- 
dene, causing them to be muddy, while 
other streets, the residents of which 
pay their pro rata of the tax, are 
buried in dust a good share of the 
time for want of proper sprinkling. 
Upon one point there is no room for 
divergence of opinion. The terms of 
the contract ought to be enforced with 
reasonable thoroughness. The Coun- 
ell has power to enforce the contract, 
and it should use that power, to the 


1% that the people may receive the | 


service for which they are payitg. If 
the contractor has taken the contract 
at too low a figure, it is his misfortune, 
but he ought not for such a reason be 
released from his obligations. There 
is but one right way in which to deal 
with this matter, and that way is to 
hold the contractor strictly to the 
terms of his contract. The wrong way 
has been followed altogether too long. 


REPOSTEROUS DEMANDS. 


The New York Mall and Exprem, 
in a recent istue, told of some of the 
demands of striking plasterers in that 
city, and commented upon the same 
as follows: 


“The plasterers of this city are on 
strike and holding up work on im- 
portant and costly bulldings, not for 
more wages or shorter hours, but for 
absolute control of the work upon 
which they are employed and which is 
y others. Their union as- 
sumes the power to suspend and to 
fine any foreman who fails to ‘do his 
duty as herein prescribed,’ that is, in 
the regulations of the union. ‘if 
guilty of doing anything judged 
‘detrimental to the members’ of the 
union a foreman may be ‘fined $50 and 
not recognized as foreman for three 
years’ for a fret offense, and for a 

offense he may never again 
be a servant of the union or foreman 
over any of its members. The men 
must determine who shall act as fore- 
man over them and shall be his boss.“ 

“Moreover, the union prescribes the 
amount each workman may do, and 
will not allow him to do more what- 
ever his capacity or whatever the 
emergency for having work done; and 
practically nobody can work at an 
who does not submit to the union 
rules. Most absurd of all, common 
pmiastering and ornamental decoration 
must be lumped together and treated 
as one job with no sub-letting; and 
there must no two contracting 
plasterers in the same building. 

“The employ! piasterers might as 
well go out of siness if they must 
submit to such preposterous dictation 
from those whom they employ and 
whose wages they pay. 
* labor is coming to in 
the building trades, there will soon be 
a disastrous check upon building. It 
seems to be coming near the time for 
free American citizens to unite on new 
lines, resist the tyranny. of misdi- 
rected unionism and defend the right 
to work and the right to do business 
on principles of common justice and 
common sense.” 


This is but a single filustration. 
Equally unreasonable demands and 
“regulations” are constantly made by 
labor unions in nearly all branches 
of industry. The making and at- 
tempted enforcement of such prepos- 
terous demands tend steadily, but 
surely, to bring labor-unionisem into 
disrepute, and to make it a synonym 
for all that is unjust, despicable, and 
un-American. 

The American conscience revolts at 
such attempted despotism. The free 
man, who values and appresiates his 
freedom, will not submit to it. The 
labor-union bosses, in their attempt to 
subjugate American citizenship and 
American liberty of action and of con- 
science have set themselves a task 
which they can never accomplish. 

The American people (of whom la- 
bor-unionists of all kinds comprise 
scarcely more than 2 per cent.) are 
patient and long-suffering. They are 
tolerant of many evils—among which 
the evils of labor-unionism are by no 
means the least. But there is a Umit 
to their patience and their tolerance. 
They will no more submit to the des- 
potism of misguided unionism than to 
any other form of tyranny. 

Let the would-be dictators of miss- 
directed unionism carry their at 
tempted oppressions a few points ‘fur- 
ther, and they will force all free 
American citizens “to unite on new 
lines” for the defense of “the right 
to work and the right to do business 
qn principles of common justice and 
common sense.” 

U PON CHRISTMAS GIVING. 

When you give Christmas pres- 
ents this year do try to hit the spot 
with your missile of affection. Don't 
shoot blank cartridges, nor with a 
shotgun. Don't buy presents for the 
loved ones hit or miles, just as the 
things come in the shops, but put a 
little sentiment, some evidence of 
thoughtfulness, as well as affection, in 
the parcels with your gifts, and some- 
thing that will give to the recipient 
at least a hint of the givers pefeon- 
ality.

Tie a bunch of holly 
or a knot of ribbon upon the parcel, 
sweeten and embellish it with a note of 
sentiment and impress upon the souve- 
nir of God's blessed holiday that hu- 
man touch which is the sweetest thing 
in the world—the touch of human love. 


The shops are bewildering with 
“things” for Christmas, but far too 
many of those things that, it given as 
presents, fall at the recipient's feet as 
empty of the true spirit of the day as a 
nut robbed of its meat by a marauding 
squirrel drops with its fill of pti- 
ness into the autumn leaves. Go afield 
for a gift for Christmas. Do not give 
undershirts and gingham aprons, but 
make some dainty and characteristic 
thing, if you know how to make any- 
thing, that will convince the recipient 
that you were thinking of him or her 
for more than one consecutive minute 
at a time. 

We all know that it is not the value 
of a Christmas present that makes the 
recipient happy, but it is the love and 
sympathy and kindness of heart that 
lie behind the gift. For instance, it 
would be greater for any man to 
receive a fat goose from an old auntie 
in the country who once worked at his 
house than to get from his daughter a 
$75 present that. she bought down- 
town for him, with his money. It 
would give more joy to the wife to 
have her husband put some sentiment 
into the thing he gives her on Christ- 
mas morning. no matter how simple it 
might be, than to get a sealskin sacque 
that she knows he could not afford to 
buy. This, assuming that she is the 
kind of wife that a wife really ougnt 
to be. 

The spirit of Christmas is the most 
biithesome, beatific and beautiful of 
all the subtle things known to the in- 
stitutions of this world, but there must 
be tact, as well as love. present and 
accounted for in the givings of that 
holiday of cheer and merriment, else 
the day will be a failure and the gifts 
received but mere idle nothings, like 
the paint upon the baby's toys.

snowstorm, was a thrilling bit of de- 
scription; but the correspondent omit- 
ted to mention that it immediately 
stopped snowing, while the “raw, bit- 
ing wind” took out its false teeth and 
became changed into à grinning gephyr.

New System of Lighting. 

A novel idea, in lighting trains by 
electricity is the “Gullott” system, 
which has been experimented with 
successfully on a small scale on an im- 
portant road and is now to be applied 
to ah express train. As in the cnse of 
the “axle light“ the motion of the 
train is used to generate the electric- 
ity. Instead, however, of taking this 
power from the car axle, it is tur- 
nished by a rotary fan attached to the 
front end of the locomotive, as shown 
in our Illustration. 

The fan is located close to the boiler 
head and presents a moving and cut- 
ting surface to the air pressure, caus- 
ing the air to travel to the outer end 
of the fan's blades until discharged. 
No air pressure is massed on the flat 
surface of the boiler head, but the 
curved surfaces of the fan utilize the 
traveling air and thereby generate 
power. The fan cutting through the 
air revolves swiftly and does not add 
to the resistance of the alr nor retard 
the speed of train. No gale of wind | 
is required to cause the fan to operate: 
the ordinary pressure of the train | 
moves it sufficientiy to generate the 
electrical energy required to light any 
train and leave a large surplus for 
ventilating fans and other purposes. 
The apparatus so located does not ob- 
struct the view of the engineer nor 
offer any objectionable complications. 

The dynamo is located either on or 
under the pilot and is direct-conmected 
to the fan by a special device. A &tor- 
age battery is located on the tender or 
underneath each car; and so equipped 
automatically with cut-outs as to 
properly govern the flow of current | 
from dynamo to battery. It is evident 
mat the cost of tllumination wil] be

ng device for locomo- 
eng ‘The practical value of his in- 
dorsement cannot be disputed, as it is: 
based upon several months’ experience 
with the use of this smoke consumer 
upon ves under his charge 
The result has been so — 22 — that 
the device has been adopted for all 
new equipment, and ten sets a month 
have been ordered for old engines. 

In a letter to the Engineering News 
Mr. Watts gives some details of the 
working of the new smoke consumer. 
He says: “Its udvantages are 
a reduction of work of the fireman, 
a decrease in the amount of sparks 
“thrown from the stack and decreased 
fouling in the tubes. The direct ad- 
vantages are the consumption of «emoke 
and the saving in fuel. One series of 
tests showed a saving of 20 per cent. 
Another, and perhaps a more trust 
worthy test, showed a saving of 11 per 
cent. There is another and a most 
important advantage which Mr. Watts 
does not mention. The decrease in the 
amount of sparks thrown from the 
stack proportionately diminishes the 
danger of fires, especially in grain 
fields and woods, for the locomotive is 
a frequent incendiary and a most dan- 
gerous one, as hitherto there has been 
no trustworthy way of preventing its 
sparks from setting fires in out-of-the- 
way places.—[{Chicago Tribune.

F LITERATURE purpprting to be 

interpretive of Shakespeare there 

is no end. Some of it ts helpful. 
Much of it is not. Of late zent a 
new form of interpretation has been 
applied to Shakespeure-—that of muste. 
For preductions of his plays some 
of the finest modern mustc has been 
written, which has added greatly to the 
charm of the productions.

Rea:iziung how great is the interest 
in Shakespeare and all that pertains 
to him, Mr. Behymer has arranged a 
series of Bhakeepearean recitals, with 
appreupriate incidenia) muse, and the 
oldest settings of the Shakespeare 
songs extant.

There 
can be no question of correcting them, 
for there is no time, no teacher, no 
critic; and the. executant has learned 


nothing, absolutely nothing, whereby he

The incompetence and lack of talent 
whitewashed over by the factory con- 
cern. lose only too soon their plausible 
brilliancy. A failure tn life is generally 
the sad end of such a factory product: 
and to factory methods the whole art 
of soug is more and more given over 
as a sacrifice. 3 

1 cannot stand by and see these 
things with indifference. My aftistic 
conscience urges me to disclose all 
that I have learned and that has be- 
come clear to me in the course of my 
career, for the benefit of art: and to 
give up my “secrets.” which seem to 
be Secrets onlv because students so 
rarely pursue the path of proper study 
to its end. If artists, often such only 
in name, come to a realization of their 
deficiencies, they lack only too fre- 
quently the courage to acknowledge 


them to others. Not until we artists 
all reach the point when we can take 
counsel with each other about Our 


mistakes and deficiencies, and discuss 
the means for overcoming them, put- 
ting our pride in our peckets, wil! bad 
ringing and inartistic effott be checked 
and our noble art of singing come into 
its rights again. 

It is very Important for all who wish 
to become artists to be 
not with practical exercises in singing, 
but with serious practice in tone pro- 
duction, in breathing in and out. tn the 
functions of the lungs and palate, in 
clear pronunciation of all letters, and 
with eneech in general. 

Then it would soon be easy to rec- 
ognize talent or the lack of it. Many 
would open thelr eyes In wander over 
the difficulties of learning to sing, and 
the proletariat of singers would gfad- 
vally disappear. With them would go 
the singing conservatories and the bad 
teachers who, for a living. teach ev- 
erybody that comes, and promise to 
make everybody a great artist. 

In what does artistic singing differ 
from natura! singing? 

In a clear understanding of ali the 
organs concerned in voice 
and their functions, singly and to- 
gether. in the understanding ef the 
rensations in singing. conscientiously 
studied and scientifically explained: 
in a gradually cultivated power of 
contracting and relaxing the muscles 

the vocal organs. that power cul- 
minating in the ability to submit them 
to cevere exertions and keep them un- 
der control. The prescribed tasks 
must be mastered so that they can be 
done without exertion, with the whole 
heart and soul, and with complete un- 
derstanding. 

How ts this to be atta 7 

Through natural gifts, mong which 
I reckon the possession of sound or- 
gans and a well-favored body: through 
study guided by an excellent teacher 
who can sing well himself—etudy that 
must be kept up for at least six years, 
wens counting the preliminary 
work. 

Only singers formed on such a basis, 
after years of work, deserve the title 
of artist; only such have a right té 
look forward to 4 lasting future, and 


only those equipped with such a 
knowledge ought to teach. 
Of what consists artistic singing? 
Of a clear understanding, first and 


foremost, of breathing, in and out: of 
en understanding of the form through 
which the breath has to flow, prepared 
by a proper position of the larynx, the 
tongue and the palate. Of a knowl- 
edge and understanding of the func- 
tions of the muscles of the abdomen 


and diaphragm, which regulate the 
breath pressure; then, of the est 
muscle tension, against which the 
breath is forced, and whence, under 


the control of the singer, after passing 
through the vocal cords, it beate 
against the resonating surfaces and 
vibrates in the cavities of the head. Of 
a highty-cultivated skill and flexibility 
in adjusting all the vocal organs and 
in putting them into minutely-gradu- 
ated mevements, without inducina 
changes through the pronunciation 
words or the execution of musical fig- 
ures that shall be injurious to the 
tonal beauty or the artistic expression 
of the * Of an immense muscular 
power in the breathing apparatus and 
al! the vocal organs, the strengthen- 
ing of which to endure sustained ex- 
ertion cannot be begun too long in ad- 
vance: and the exercising of which, as 
long as one sings in public, must never 
be omitted for a single day. 

As the beauty and stability of tone 
do not depend upon excessive pres 
sure of the breath, se the muscular 
power of the organs used in singing 
does not depend on convulsive rigid- 
ity, but in that enakelike power of 
contracting and loosening. which a 
singer must consciously have under 
perfect control. 

The study needed for this occupies 
an entire lifetime: not only becaure 
the singer must perfect h'meelf more 
and more in the roles of his repertory 
even after he has been performing 
them vear in and year out-—but be 
cause he must continually strive for 
progress, setting himeelf tasks that 
require greater and greater master 
and strength, and thereby demand 
fresh study.

America 
compare so badly with in the 
United Kingdom. The urns show 
that in 1900 652 of these persons were 
killed, and 824 injured on this side, 
compared with 5068 killed and 6549 in- 
jured on the other side of the Atlan- 
tie. This enormous disproportion is 
to a very large extent accounted for 
by the fact that there is nothing te 
prevent persons in the United States 
straying onto the line, that in many 
instances the railways run through the 
main streets of towns, and that in the; 
generality of cases, there is no pro- 
tection at all at level crossings. The 
tables dealing with the accidents to 
companies’ servants, which accom- 
pany the report, show that, whereas 
the number of employés engaged on 
the lines in the United States as com- 
pered with those employed on the lines 
in the United Kingdom, is as two to 
one, the number of men killed is in 
the proportion of four to one, and the 
—— of men injured is as thirteen 
to five. The greatest disparity is in 
the number of casualties to men 
through falling from trains and en- 
gines, when in motion. From 

cause the British railways in 1900 
killed 31 and injured 76 men, whereas 
the American railways killed 529 and 
injured 4425. This is entirely caused 
through the system which still ob- 
tains in the United States, under 
which brakemen of coods trains have 
to run along the top of the cars in 
erder to apply the hand brake. ' 
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With trains of loaded mineral 
wagons, and with trains on long, 
falling gradients, it has been found 


necessary to put on one brakeman to 
every eight or ten wagons, and the 
only means he has of applying the 
brakes on the various cars is by run- 
ning along the top of the train. In 
order to facilitate the shunting work 
most of the big marshaling yards are 
arranged with a falling gradient, and. 
as it would not do to allow the heavy 
cars fitted with automatic coupling to 
be loose shunted against other cars, 
it is necessary for a brakeman to ride 
on the top of the cars forming each 
shunt, in order to apply the hand 
brake. The fact of the men having 
to ride on the top of the trains also 
accounts for the large proportion of 
casualties from overhead obstructions. 
In order to avoid these, companies 
have adopted a most primitive ar- 
rangement. At a given number of 
yards on either side of a bridge a rope 
is stretched across the railway. about 
ten feet above the top level of the 
train, and to this rope are attached a 
number of smal! ropes, about six feet 
long .which strike any man standing 
or sitting on the top of the cars, and 
warn them that they are approaching 
a bridge. Mr. Walker concludes as 
follows: 

“In view of the controversy that har 
been taking place for some time pag 
with regard to the use of the automat! 
couplings on British railways, and io 
the statements that have been made 
in order to urge the British railv ye 
to adopt these couplings as « saver 
to the employés, the number of casual. 
ties caused in coupling and uncoupline 
vehicles under the two systems is mos: 
instructive. .. . Whereas, twenty-five 
wen were killed and 565 injured from

jured in coupling and un ling. the 
casualties being 198 men killed and 2768 
injured. Yet notwithstanding this de- 
crease there is a considerable increase 
generally in the aceidents on American 
railways in 1901 compared with 1900, 
whereas the British lines show a re- 
duction. It will be seen from the fig- 
ures that I have been able te place 
before you that the American com- 
panies have nothing to boast of in the 
safety either of their passengers or of 
their employés. On the contrary, human 
‘life seems to be considered of much 
less importance over there than it does 
with us, and I am of opinoin that in 
this respect British railway officials 
have nothing whatever to learn from 
their American confreres.” 


FAMOUS PAINTINGS. 


Valuable Portraits of Emperor Wil- 
liam’s Ancestors Found in an Old 
Barn in New York. 


[Chicago News:] There was recent- 
ly found in New York City a curious 
collection of picturse in which Emper- 
or William of Germany would be par- 
ticularly interested. They are noth- 
ing less than portraits of his ances. 
tors, the Counts of Zollern and Ho- 
hentollern. as they looked before and 
after the Crusades. 

The pictures are themselves several 
hundred years old and are originals 
painted from descriptions contained in 
eld Prussian town halls. The half- 
obliterated inscriptions on them which 
tell te exploits of the subjects are 
ir. old German, and even for a Ger- 
wr - scholar are hard to read. An 
of which is notable enough. But 
makes these old oils personally in- 
teresting to the New Yorker is the 
fact that for years they have lain con- 
ceaied in a barn in the suburbs of 
the city, where they were deposited 
years ago by a once wealthy German 
family and forgotten untt chance 
brought them to light. 

During the last summer a New 
Yorker went over to Riverside, across 
the Hudson, to buy a wagon which 
was offered for sale, and while exame 
ining it eaw a framed canvas lean- 
ine against the barn wall. He turned 
ground, brushed off the dust and 
saw that it was a painting of a knight 
in armor. Besides the figure was a 
heraldic crest and below an ins:crip- 
tl - in old German. 

The owner of the barn was reticent 
concerning the origin of the picture, 
but sald he had nine more ef the same 
kind. He produced them, and sure 
enough, they were like the first, all 
ld, bearing dates from 801 to 1515. 

Pressed to tell the story of the 
pletures, the man stated that they 
had once reposed in an old German 
town hall and had been brought to 
America by a German family, the 
head of which planned to use t 
for panels in the dining hall of his 
New York residence.

ORLD’S POPULATION 
INCREASING RAPIDLY.

MAY BE OVERCROWDED UNLESS 
ROOM IS MADE.

Number of Souls Nearly Doubled in 
Seventy Years, According to Royal 
Statistical Seciety, and Much Elbow- 
ing Apparently in Prospect. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—This world’s 
population is increasing at such « 
phenomena! rate, that unless some of 
the universe's uninhabitable regions 
can be reclaimed, or new continents 
discovered, things may get uncom- 
fortably crowded before long. 

In the last seventy years the 


number of people on the globe 
has nearly doubled itself. The 
Internationa! Statistica! Institute 
estimates the growth of popu- 


lation in Europe, which contains a 
quarter of the world, at 85 per cent, 
while Asia has done almost as weil. 
The number of people in Russia has 
increased more rapidly than that of 
any other European country, the gain 
being pearly seventy millions; which 
means a growth in population of 13 
per cent. Germany has added s per 
cent. to the number of her sons and 
daughters. The population of the 
United Kingdom also has gone up by 
leaps and bounds, and shows a gain 
of 70 per cent., in spite of the fact 
that for every ten persons who have 
been born and remained in this coun- 
try, five have gone to the United 
States, and one for every ten to 
Canada. 

These rather startling figures were 
given to the Royal Statistical Society 
by its president, Maj. P. G. Craigie, 
last evening. Besides remarking, how- 
ever., upon the tremendous rate at 
which the population of the world Is 
increasing. the scientists pointed out 
how, as the world grew older, It 
seemed inclined to concentrate power 
on a smaller number of political cen- 
ters. Six states ne said, ac tne 
present day gove or protect three- 
fourths of the world’s population, and 
when ten States have been named 
somethin like six-sevenths of the 
peoples the globe have been grouped 
and classified. Two empires 
the British and Chinese—accounted for 
something like half the population of 
the globe, absorbing between them a 
multitude of souls equal to number 
as great as that — a century ago,

It is a good 
spirit; and Andrew Carnegie was lucky 
in that he could not open his mouth 
without invoking it. It is eloquent of 
the importance of, small things that 
this quaint Dunfermline accent of his 
should have been of greater value to 
the coming millionaire than his bright 
freckled face or his mental alertness. 
ANDREW PLAYS A JOKE. 
Mr. Carnegie relates a droll incident 
of this part of his life 
ing one day withag of other tele- 
graph boys at the corner of a street, 
when there approached, in all the glory 
of a clean white shirt, the beau of the 
office. He was a boy some years older 
than Carnegie, and was prone to give 
himself airs on account of his sup- 
posed attractiveness to the girls of the 
neighborhood. Some of these girls hap- 
pened to be in sight, and the young 
fellow threw out hia chest like a ban- 
tam and strutted along, reveling in 
the beauty of his immaculate shirt, 
which he exhibited down to the waist. 
“Watch me take him down,” said 
young Carnegie to — As 
the young fellow was about to pass 
the group with a nod, Carnegie darted 
out, and, seizing the offending shirt 
just above the beit, gave it a smart 
jug and pulled the lower part of it 
into view. The young girls took fight 
in alarm; and the bey, doubling. over 
with mortification, and, perhaps, a 
desire to replace the garment, gave his 
tormentor a chance to escape, of which 
he, was not slow to avail. himself. Which 
—— that young Ady Carnegie was 
just like any other Boy of his years— 
a fact not easy to remember when we 
only e him standing upon à golden 
pyramid, high above his fellows, with 
a yellow aureole about his head and a 
metaitic refulgence glinting from every 
part of him. 
TOLERATED COLLEGE MEN. 
In this rough school young Carnegie 
acquired so mich wisdom that he came 
to despise more regular. educational 
methods, and learned to regard uni- 
versity graduates with a tolerant on- 
tempt. His hasty generalization 
seemed in part justified; for more than 
one of these early companions came in 
after years to occupy positions of 
prominence. This was especially no- 
ticeable among those who were of 
Scottish descent, such as David Me- 
Cargo and Robert Pitcairn. But others 
stayed put in a way that betokened 
litth ambition. In after years, when 
traveling with a party of friends in his 
private car, Mr. Carnegie stopped at 
a small station in Canada, where, in 
default of a telegraph operator, he 
had to send a message with his own 
hands. “Who is that? queried the re- 
celving operator. “I know that hand. 
| used to hear it years ago.” So it 
was. While Carnegie had been climb- 
ing to a golden eminence the unambi- 
tous clerk had stuck to his instru- 
ments, growing old in the harness of 
his youth, and ticking out the monot- 
onous messages of other people. 


LUCKY STOCK SPECULATION. 
The foundations of o great fortune 
were laid when Col. Scott took the 


most inaccessibie figure to young Car- 
negie. But fortune and a thoughtful! 
employer were alert to give him a 
series of chances such a8 fall to the lot 
of few young men. The first one was 
not remarkable except for its moral et- 
fects on the youngster himself. Col. 
Scott one day told young Carnegie that 
he could get ten shares in the Adams 
Express Company for $60 a share, and 
offered to help him to buy them. With 
his mother’s aid the necessary sum 
was obtained and the shares were

received $85 month for his services. 
Col. Scott himself got as much as $125, 
a fabulous sum, as it seemed to his 
assistant.

This trustful banker was the late 
Mr. Lioyd of Altoona. Mr. Carnegie’s 
profit from the venture wae some 
$2700.000. “Yet he now holds that “plo- 
neering don't pay.” Times, perhapa, 
as well as men, have changed, At 
any rate. Mr. Carnegie assert« that 
they have; and for this reason he has 
always discouraged his friends from 
similar ventures, and invariably re- 
fused to follow Mr. Lloyd's helpful ex- 
eample. Despite Mr. Carnegie’s large 
gifts to public institutions, of which 
the world is. constantly reading. he has 
long made it a rule to refuse financial 
aid to individuals. In this he makes 
no exception, however friendly his per. 
sonal relations may with appli- 
cants, or however pressing their need. 
In this way he encourages self-help. 

OIL, MADE HIM RICH. 

With this capital, young Carneg! 
was non well on the road to fortune. 
Suprémely confident in himself, he at 
once cast about for fresh avenues to 
wealth. The dual character of the 
star-spangled Scotchman, as he came 
later to be called, is well exemplified 
here. With the Inherent caution of 
the Celt, he retained his position on 
the railroad, and its salary of ten 
or twelve hundred dollars a year. With 
the acquired recklessness of the 
American, he invested $40,000 in a com- 
pany formed for the development of an 
untried plece of oil land. Rut he did 
not put all his eggs in one basket, and 
thankful he soon was that he had 
kept some out; for the prospects of oil 
grew dim, and the discouraged specu- 
lar sought in vain for some one to 
relieve him of his investment. Finally 
he found a purchaser for one-third of ' 
hia holdings, and he was glad to take 
$3000 for it. This was equal to a loss 
of $31,000 out of the $40,000: but he 
was unable to sell the rest of his stock 
at any price. So, pocketing his disap- 
pointment as best he could, he went 
to England for a holiday; and during 
his absence the company struck oll. 
making his share worth a quarter of 
a million. This was the profit he 
made on it. A similar accident hap- 
pened to a Ca' fornian, who has been 
known as Lucky Baldwin ever since. 
STARTS STEEL MANUFACTURE. 
In those days railway employés were 
not always required to give their 
whole time and undivided attention to 
their duties, and Carnegie’s instinct 
for a money-making opening was 
never asleep. He was always a keen 
observer of his fellow-workmen; and 
the special ability in emergencies of 
two of these men, named Piper and 
Schifier, especially in their work on 
bridges, attracted his attes tion. He 
accordingly arranged with them to 
join him in a small company for 
building bridges, and the Keystone 
Bridge Company was organized. This 
was about 1863. Some years before 
this Thomas Carnegie had become in- 
terested in fron works, as wil! be re- 
jated, und there had been talks be- 
tween the brothers concerning the use 
of iron in bridges. As a result of 
these talks, Andrew Carnegie organ- 
ized a rolling plant, known as the Cy- 
clops Mill, for the production of struc- 
tural iron, with a special view to its 
use In railway bridges. In this enter- 
prise the ever-helpful Scott associated 
himself. But the speculation was 
an unfortunate one; and after six or 
nine months’ operation of the mill at 
a loss, Andrew Carnegie turtted to his 
brother for help out of his bad invest- 


ment. This is where the brothers 
| came together in a partnership, out 


of which was to grow the giant Iron 
und steel business with which the 
Carnegie name is associated. 

STORY OF STEEL WORKS. 
The story of this great corporation 
nas often been told, but rarely correctly. 
| Some day a boak.will be written about 
it. The subject is worth it. Here is pos- 
| sible only the briefest outline of that 
part of it bearing on the rise of An- 
drew Carnegie. 

A little forge and blacksmith's sho 
lin Duquesne Borough, now a part o 
| Allegheny, was the Insignificant acorn 
trom which the huge Carnegie-Phipps 
‘oak grew. In it worked a pushful, re- 


1859 or 1860, Mr. Phi “Harry” 
Phipps, as he ts lovingly in 
Pittsburgh-—-became his partner, and 
the acorn pushed up a tiny green shoot 
into the workaday world. The young 
plant tlourished, and a year or so later 
a new partnership was formed, includ- 
ing Thomas M. Carnegie, Thomas M. 
Miller und one or two others. The new 
firm now bvullt a mall mill and forge at 
Twenty-ninth street, Pittsburgh, after- 
ward the Twenty-ninth Street mill of 
the Carnegie Company. In the course 
of thmne one or two of the junior pgrt- 
ners died, and others, under some sort 
of an tron-clad agreement, were put 
out. leaving Phipps and the younger 
Carnegie in control. Andrew Carnegie 
had nothing to do with it, From the first 
the enterprise was very succeseful; and 
after the weeding out of incompetenis, 
it grew by leaps and bounds. Tom 
Carnegie and Harry Phipps proved 
ideal partners. Both were men of great 
power, and their forces were so har- 
monious that each supplemented and 
rounded out the faculties of the other. 
Tom Carnegie in particular knew the 
detail of every practical part of the 
business. Phipps had the broad view of 
the — fleld that afterward did 
%o much to put the firm of Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co. into the leadership of the 
steel industry of America. Both were 
men of magnetic personality: and de- 
spite their, great success they never 
made an enemy. Today, sixteen yeurs 
u ten his death, the off Associates of 
Tom Carnegie revere his memory be- 
yond that of any of the great men who 
have passed from their ciréle into the 
silence. Phipps still has fret place 
among the living jn the heart of Pitts; 
burgh, as he will have in its history 
when that comes to be written. 


STEEL INTERESTS MERGED. 


In 186. more thay five years after 
the founding of the Carnegie plant, An- 
drew Carnegie. having failed with his 
Cyclops -mill, proposed to his \brother 
and Phipps a combination of interests 
that should relieve him of his unsuc- 
cessful rolling mim. Young Carnegie 
and Phipps understood the tron bust 
ness, and felt that they could make «a 
success of the combination, especially 
if more capital were forthcoming. So a 
union of interests was affected in April, 
and the Union [ron Mills Conipany was 
the result, The new concern thus Ine 
herited the brains and technical skill! 
that had made successful the firm of 
Kloman & Phipps. It was non quick- 
ened into aggressive activity by the 
financial strength of Andrew Carnegie: 
with the golden laurels of his Wood- 
ruff and oil victorfes upon “him. The 
War of the Rebellion was just over. 
The recuperating nation had need of 
everything that men's braing could de- 
vise or their hands fashion: and the 
Union Tren Mills, in common with er- 
ery similar concern, made phenomena! 
profits. 


ANDREW'S WIDE HORIAON. 
Tt has been characteristic of Andrew 


Carnegie from the earliest days that 
he wsed every fresh elevation for a 


lock ahead and beyond. The success 
of the Union Iron Mills soon tempted 
him to new ventures, The times were 
never so propitious, The great West 
was opening up, and railroads were 
being planned as never befére. Steel 
rails were worth $80 to $100 a ton. 
Here was a chance for a great Amer- 
lean industry; and Andrew. Carnegte 
and his young partners were the men 
to see it. And so was planned the 
great Edgar Thompson Steel Works on 
the banks of the Monongahela,. near 
the place where a century earlier Gen. 
Braddock’s army was ambushed and 
decimated by the French and Indians 
from Fort Duquesne. Again was 
shown the profitableness of pioneering: 
again was demonstrated the fortunate 
outcome of a new venture. So it went 
on. Every industrial height reached 
gave a wider horizon to the young 
pioneers, of whom the elder of the Car- 
negie brothers had come to be recog- 
nized as leader. His was the specu- 
lative instinct, as well as most of the 
financial strength; but he was ably 
seconded by his brother and the other 
partners. As fast as profits were made 
they were Invested in mines, coke 
evens and plants for the utilization of 
products. In them all Andrew Carne- 
gic made It a-rulé to own at least 61 
per cent., and saw that the remaining 
49 came only into the possession of 
the ablest practical . associates. The 
majority interest represented head- 
ship, with its honors and prominence: 
the minority gtood for the technical 
skill, the power to work, to achieve re- 
sults, to convert crude stuff Into steel 
ingots, rails, bridges, structural iron 
and armor plate, to organize and di- 
rect armies of laborers, to invent new 
processes, to devise new machines and 
cheaper methods. Relieved from the de- 
tail of management, the elder Carne- 
aie could take a broad view of the in- 
dustrial field, let his fertile tmagina- 
tion crystallize tnto far-reaching com- 
binations for the economical assem- 
bling of raw material, the develop- 
ment of new markets for ever-increas- 
ing products, the negotiation of advan- 
tageous terms of coiperation with 
other manufacturers, or the devising 
of measures to defeat rivalry. Here 16 
where his genius developed. Here was 
a field for the free play of forces that 
had long been maturing. The master- 
ful spirit developed by uninterrupted 
Success, the ingenuity fostered by 
early privations, the intimate know!l- 
edge of markets acquired on the rail- 
road, the diplomatic training of, the 
self-made man, all combined with the 
practical knowledge, organizing ca- 
pacity and inventive genius of Carne- 
gie’s partners to build up a business 
machine so compact and effictent as to 
place it beyond the reach of competi. 
tion. ‘ 


HE ASSIMILATED MEN. 


The greatest single contribution to 
the success of the giant organization 
which bears his name was Carnegie's 
genius for the selection of men, though 
in this he but equaled his brother, who 
died young. But his brother left to» 
every man his own individuality. An- 
drew Carnegie assimilates the best of 
everyone he touches. He absorbs other 
people as certain of the amoeba absorb 
each other—by contact; so that one 
never learns the true character of any 
man who is closely associated with 
Mr. Carnegie. If he is strong, -hig 
strength seems to become part of Car- 
negie. If he is weak—but there! Car- 
negie never has weak men about him, 
That is one cause of his suceess. He 
has jocularily written as his own epl- 
taph: “Here lies a man who could 
get cleverer men to work for him. He 
has grown great by this selective fac- 
ulty, this instinct: and he never makes 
a mistake. Never? Yes, never, if we 
exclude a bogus lord; but that was not 
in the line of business. 

LEFT DETAILS TO OTHERS. 

This explains why Andrew Carnegie, 
though head of a great and successful 
business, could yet know so little of 
the details of that business. In com- 
mercial circles it is considered 
axiomatic that to direct a huge 
manufacturing concern to pros- 
perity a man must understand it in 
every part. Mr. Carnegie knows less 
about fron and steel than any junior 
chemist in his laboratory. He despises 
detatis,/as fit only for the salaried spe- 
clalist. An amusing instance of his 
ignorance of the mechanical properties 
of steel is often laughingly given by 
himself. The firm was engaged on a 
government contract, and, as is usual 
in such cases, an army or navy officer 
was on duty at the mill to see that the 
‘work was turned out according to 
specification. One day, while walking 
in Pittsburgh with one of his partners, 
Mr. Carnegie was accosted by this of-

JUDGED MEN INSTINCTIVELY. 


But the modulus of human elasticity’ 
he knew by instinct. No one ever had 
to tell him how to ascertain the tensile 
strength of a man, the point to which 
he would stretch while preserving a 
uniforin diameter. To Andrew Carne- 
ge., the molecular construction of hu- 
man Character, its resistance to pres- 
sure and its nal fracture point were 
known in the Mysterious way in which 
fieiglings find their nest. Behind the 
luck that gave him his first capital was 
an innate power to selze upon the 
weaknesees and utilize the strength of 
the men with whom he Was thrown. 
The mora! specifie gravity of every 
man was Khown to him instinctively: 
and he built up a mighty organizaticn 
with the human atoms his instinct se- 
lected. This is the secret of his suc- 
cess. This is what has made him rich. 
and he can no more teach the trick to 
the students he sometimes inundates 
with advice than these could acquire 
the homing instinet by gating pigeon 
Die. 


VICTORIES OF STEEL COMPANY. 


kf this were the simple story of the 
Carnegie millions there would be much 
to tell of the further development of 
the great steel business out of which 
they grew—the acquisition pt the mam.

At present Switzerland is operating her roads with 
coal brought in from Engtand and the continent.

The Government and the Telephones. 

Switzerland finds that it pays for the government to 
own the telephones and telezraphs. President Zemp told 
me that they were operated without difficulty, and that 
the government administration of them had proved satis- 
factory. The telephones here are connected with the 
Postoffice Department, and almost every postoffice is a 
telegraph office as well. The country is smali, but it has 
318 central stations and more than 82.000 miles of wire. 
In 1900 there were more than 25,000,000 conversations. 
and the telephone receipts were more than double those 
of the telegraph. amounting to $1,200,000. This is so 
notwithstanding the telephone rates are among the low- 
est of the world. For certain distances it costs you leas 
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apd f asked President Zemp what he thought

valid: “The foreign importations of all sorts into 
Switzerland through the post are enormous. The par- 


cel post, which is in vogue in many parts of Europe, 


makes this whole continent our supply point. I get my 
turkeys, chickens and eggs with my letters. They come 
from Galacia, not far from the Adriatic Sea, and I pay 
the postman for them on delivery. I pay only 25 cents 
for the delivery of ten pounds of fat geese from Austria 
The geese themselves are perhaps worth $1.20, and this 
extra charge brings them into my house here and in- 
cludes the sending back of the money to the seller. The 
chicken raisers of Roumania advertise in our Swiss 
papers. They send the goods, on approval, through the 
post, and it takes only a postal card to give the order. 
It is a great institution, and it ought to be adopted in 
the United States. If we had such an international ar- 
fangement with Switzerland, we could annually sell a 
million dollars’ worth of shoes in this country, and if 
with all Europe, it would open up the whole continent 
to all small articles of American trade.” 

“It is strange that the Swiss do not raise their own 
eggs?” said |. 

“Yes, it seems so,“ replied Consul Frankenthal. “There 
is no reason why they should not, excent that the sum- 


mer season is short and they apparently have not

cities. You can bave a telephone in your house or busi- 
ness place for from $10 to $20 a year, and you can send 
a long-distance message to any part of SwitzerlanJ for 
15 cents. 


Telegrams at Two Words for a Cent. 


The telegraphs are equally cheap. A message costs 
you b cents as a ground tax, and in addition only 1 cent 
for every two words; that is, a message of ten words 
to any part of Switzerland costs 11 cents, a message of 
twenty words 16 cents and of fifty words 31 cents. It 
costs only 2 cents a word to telegraph from here to Ger- 
many or France, in addition to the 10 cents, which is 
the ground tax charge for the foreign service. 

Telephones have been used in Switzerland for more 
than twenty years. The Bell telephone was the first 
instituted, but after that the Swiss began to make tele- 
phones of their own. The government took charge of 
the service in 1886, buying the instruments and wires of 
the private companies. The usual number of calls now 
allowed is 800 to each subscriber, and all beyond that 
are charged for at the rate of 1 cent each. All! tele- 
phone offices receive telegrams and deliver them to the 
telegraph stations at 2 cents apiece. -

The New Swiss Capitol. 


 Switzeriand has just comp ted a new capital balld- 
ing. It is a magnificent structure on the banks of the 
Aar, surrounded by some of the most beautiful views of 
this beautiful country. The building cost more than @ 
million dollars. It covers several acres, rising from @ 
massive stone platform, or esplanade, locking out over. 
the river and the mounTains. The structure is pure 
Swiss iv every respect. Swiss architects planned it, and 
Swiss workmen bullt it. Every Lit of material in it came 
from Switzeiland. The sandstone is from the quarries 
of Berne, and the marbjes are from the different can- 
tons. It was eight years in building, and when it was 
turned over to the Congress only last April, President 
Zemp made the dedication speech, saying: 

“Mr. President and members of the National Conun- 
cil and Council of State: We hand to you the new 
Swiss capitol. Its cupola, surmounted with the Federal 
cross, will be a token to the coming generations of the 
un'ty and amity which now exists throughout the Swiss 
na.ion. May our successors continue these conditions, 
and may they, under the protection of Almighty God, 
ever preserve them in justice, wisdom and truth, an- 
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mated by a love equal to thet which we have for we 


free and beautiful fatherland.” 
The Swiss Congress. 


I spent come time in going through the capitol build- 
ing, and during my stay I took a look at the Swiss Con- 
gress. The House of Representatives is built in the 


Shape of a half moon, with the seats risinz in concentric 


rows from front to back. The President sits on a raised 
platform somewhat like our Speaker's desk, with a clerk 
on each side of him. The press ga'leries are at the 
front, so that the newspaper correspondents face the 
members. Each member has his own desk and chair. 
and the House, when in session, looks not unlike one of 
our legislative assemblies. 

A curious feature of the Swiss Congress is the public 
translator. These people have more different lan uages 
than the Canadians. The eastern part of the country is 
German, the western French, and the southern Italian. 
About 70 per cent. of the people speak German. 20 per 
cent. French, and about 6 per cent. Italian, with 2 per 
cent. speaking other languages. In Western Switzer- 
land nearly all the signs are French, and in Ticino they 
are Italian. The government reports are printed in 
German and French, and the speeches here are made in 
either German or French, for nearly all the members 
understand both languages. The orders of the President 
are translated by the official interpreter, and all of his 
messages are furnished the press in the two languages. 

The upper house, or State Council, hall is much like 
our Senate chamber. Both chambers are lighted from 
the ceilings, and in addition have electric lights. 


Odd Government Institutions. 


The Swiss republic has a number of features which are 
not found in that of the United States. All citizens who 
are over 20 have the right to vote and all voters, witb 
the exception of clergymen, are eligible to Congress. 
Representatives are chosen at the rate of one Represent- 
ative for every 20,000 souls, this rule covering the whole 
Swiss republic. The members of the State Council, or 
Senate, are elected by the cantons, or States, two for 
each canton. Each State pays the salaries of its Sen- 
ators, but the salaries of the Representatives are paid 
by the national government. 

All laws are made by Congress, but it the laws are not 
Satisfactory to the people, upon the application of 30,000 
petitioners or of eight of the State governments, they 
must be submitted to the popular vote, and if this is 
against them, they cannot go Into effect. This is what 
is known as the “referendum,” and it is one of the 
characteristic features of the Swiss government. 

In addition to this they have here what is called the 
“initiative.” This provides that if a petition signed by 
60,000 people is presented to the government asking for 
an amendment to the constitution, that amendment 
must be at once submitted to vote. If there is a ma- 
jority in the affirmative, Congress has to modify the 
constitution accordingly. 


In many of the Swiss cantons it used to be that all] 


political matters were settled by a viva voce election 
of the people. All came together in the open air, 
specches were made and the questions submitted to vote. 
At present such things are generally done in council 
chambers. -The cities have their own Aldermen, and 
some of the States have their own legislatures. 

The Supreme Court. 


— —— 


The laws are alministered here in a way different from 
that of the United States. We appoint our Federal 
judges. In Switzerland they are elected by Congress. 
The Supreme Court consists of nine judges and nine 
alternates elected for terms of six years. Any man ex- 
cept a clergyman can be chosen, and it makes no matter 
whether he is a lawyer or not. The court, however, 
must be so divided that three of the judges can speak 
French, three German, and three Italian. 

The Swiss judges receive only one-fifth as much sal- 
ary as the members of vur Supreme Court. They are 
each paid $2000 a year, with $3 a day extra for traveling 
expenses while absent on judicial business from the 
capital. 

Our Supreme Court judges are elected for life, those 
of the Swiss are elected for a term of six years, and the 
constitution provides that their vacations shal! not ex- 
ceed four weeks of the year. Their jurisdiction extends 
to the same matters as the Supreme Court of the Unite! 
States, including all questions of disputes between the 
cantons, or States, all matters of treason and interna- 
tional law, and also certain cases of appeal.

“By and by,” gays the Father, “the British began to 
persecute us. The Indians were arrested and fined on 
the slightest pretext and were taken to Vancouver or 
Victoria for trial. The bishop of the church also in- 
sisted on assuming and exercising an authority for which 
the Indians were not yet prepared. The whisky smug- 
glers who plied a profitable trade between Port Simp- 
son and Alaska for years also opposed the prohibition- 
ary restraint exercised by the Indians until life under 
the British flag became unbearable. 

“In 1887 I called a council of my people and deter- 
mined to locate on United States soll. A committee 
selected Annette Island and the government gave me 
jurisdiction over it with the powers of a United States 
Marshal. 

“On the day of landing we cleared a tree of its limbs 
and nailed the United States flag at its top and then 
held a service of thanksgiving and praise.” 


How to Become a Subject of Father Duncan. 


Any Indian may become a member ot the community, 
but must first serve a term on probation. This being 
satisfactory, he subscribes to a declaration, in which, in 
brief, he promises: 

“First—To reverence the Sabbath, attend divine wor- 
ship, refrain from secular work on that day, to regard 
all true Christians as brethren and to be truthful, honest 
and industrious. 

Second—To be faithful and loyal to the government 
and laws of the United States. 

Third—To vote for the election of the town Council 
and to obey the bylaws and orders imposed by said 
Council. 

Fourth—To attend to the education of the children 
and keep them at school as regularly as possible. 

Fifth—To abstain totally from all intoxicants and 
gambling and never attend nor countenance heathen 
customs in surrounding villages. ; 

Sixth—To observe sanitary rezulations. 

Seventh—To identify himself with the progress of 
the settlement and to utilize the land he holds. 

Eighth—Never to alienate, give away or sell our land 
or building lots or any part thereof to any perzon or 
persons who have not subscribed to these rules. 

Annette Island is eighteen miles long and nearly ten 
miles wide. Father Duncan says there is very little 
gold there, but the enterprising prospector who has 
been nosing about says the island is rich in mineral. It 
is a good country. Prince of Wales Island, to the west, 
is known to be rich in copper and iron. The Ketchikan 
country, hard by, is attracting any amount of capital. 
On Graving Island there is a quartz claim that runs 10 
per cent. copper and $10 in gold. At Thorn Arm a 


channel, on Cleveland Peninsula, they have found some 
of the richest gold specimens that have come out of 
Alaska. All this h makes the prospector look 
longingly over toward Annette Island. 

A well-known mining Wpert from California, who 
was a passenger on the steamer with me, said that 
in 1892 some Yankee miners found ore on Annette Isl- 
and that went $300 to the ton. Father Duncan, “com- 
missioned of God,” as his admiring historians say, took 
the matter to Washington and had the miners called 
off. 


The Em Hostile to Miners. 


The miners, impatient to prospect there, argue that 
this government has no right to give a handful of dis- 
gruntied Canadians a title clear to an important strip of 
territory in the United States, to build an independent 
community, to make laws and religion for themselves. 
It we must do such a thing, says the kicking prospector, 
let us gite the country to white Canadians. A white 
man is as good as an Indian, after the Indian has become 
civilized. 

But while the prospector is complaining of Father 
Duncan's dominion over the island. Father Duncan is 
asking for more authority and more pull for his people. Al- 
though he has long since abandoned all the old isms 
and established a creed of his own, he has the sym- 
pathy and support, of course, of all the religious orders 
in the United States in his efforts to hold the island 
for his converts. Briefly the Indians ask: 

(1.) For an absolute government confirmation to 
their title to their land and homes. 

(2.) For the protection of the fisheries of the dis- 
trict. * 

(3.) For the power to forever enforce prohibition 
on the island and to preserve their united undenomi- 
national church from the contentions and rivairies of 
other sects. 

(4.) For the maintenance of public schools and the 
ultimate granting of civil rights and citizenship.

So the man said many hard things about Father 
Duncan: but he was an Indian, an Alaska Indian, an 
outraged outcast Indian, according to his statement, 
and very probably he lied. 

But that Father Duncan rules the island no one de- 
nies. A steamer stopped there not long ago, the mate 
made a remark that displeased the father and the 
father notified the captain that the ship must never 
touch at Metlahkatla again, with that mate aboard. To 
be sure, the boat could land, in spite of the ruler of the 
island, but it could get no freight, so they promoted 
the mate, made a captain of him, and the incident, wag 
closed.

A FAMOUS RESORT. 


HoOMBURG, ONCE A NoTORIOUS GAMBLING PLACE, 
Now A RESPECTABLE TOWN.

About ten miles north of Frankfort-on-the-Main, pret- 
tily situated on a small stream, lies one of the most 
fashionable and favorite health resorts of the European 
continent, Homburg. Ten thousand visitors are annually 
attracted by its natural beauty and by the healing 
power of its mineral waters, which latter being very 
saline, are beneficially used in cases of rheumatism and 

tomach diseases. ' 
es pate at Homburg, lasting from June to Sep- 
tember, assembles an entirely international society 
there. English, French, German and the idioms of 
many other languages can be heard in the “Kursaal 
Park,” which is one of the prettiest walks in Europe 
It is a lovely garden, kept with utmost care, shaded 
by noble trees, embellished with elaborate flower beds 
and frequently enlivened with choice music. 

In addition to its elegant bathing establishments and 
to the Kursaal Park,” the town itself, with its palatial 
churches, benevolent institutions, synagogue, 
hotels, theater and schools, is almost encircled by aa 
“upper” and lower“ promenade or Allde, adorned with 
fountains, flowers and shade trees and leading to the 
brilliant Kursaal where concerts, illuminations and 
select entertainments are galore. 

A short but picturesque drive from the Kursaal 
brings the traveler to the old castle which was built ia 
1680. Many warlike deeds are said to have been per- 
formed in feudal times in and about the old castle, but 
it is not necessary to go back to those olden days for 
thrilling scenes connected with its history. The weather- 
beaten ruined ramparts and battlements of the old 
structure have seen many tragie and pathetic incidents 
in our day. Some forty years ago the Kursaal was 
the famous gambling hell of Homburg, where the fas- 
cinating roulette wheel lured thousands of the butter- 
flies of wealth and fashion to their ruin. In 1872 the 
Prussian government refused to renew the lease of the 
gambling salons and Homburg has become since thea, 
by compulsion, virtudus. 

The pathetic story of a Russian officer, who with 
lady of his love was among the visitors of Homburg ia 
1863, is still vividly told there. They had eloped from 
Moscow and their funds had become exhausted. Tie 
money, on which the young officer counted, wag refused 
him, eave on condition that he should leave the lady 
and come back to his family alone. Unwilling to de 
this and in despair, the man tempted fortune at the 
gaming table. One hour later he had lost the little 
money he had had, left the brilliant hall and made his 
way to the castle. It was a glorious moonlight night 
but this could give him no consolation. Meanwhile, the 
alarmed lady, acting on information given her by a 
servant, followed him. When she reached the entrance 
of the castle a pistol shot rang out into the air, and 3 
moment later she found her lover dead beside the wall 
The woman did not hesitate. Kissing his lips, still moise 
and warm, she took the pistol from his hand and in as 
instant more the bright moonlight fell upon two corpses, 
The abolishing of the gambling places in Homburg 
has, of course, greatly benefited the town. The very 
best society assembles there and the tourist gazes upon 
an animated and gay scene, day and night. The long 
brilliant promenades are thronged, the chairs on either 
side are occupied, waiters flit about with refreshments 
and during the pauses of the music the air is filled with 
the hum of conversation. 

The tourist who wishes to enjoy these things thom 
oughly must net select for his abode a hotel or private 
house far from the music, gayety and beauty of the 
parks. For this is the center of its festivities, the spot 
where the pulse of Homburtz's cosmopolitan life beats 
most rapidly. 

The prices charged at Homburg in hotels and in 
private houses are, on the whole, quite reasonable, al- 
though they vary according to the season. The hotels 
are conducted mostly on the European plan.

An Interesting Family. 


‘The Russians. a mother, daughter and son-in-law 
proved vet) interesting, spoke perfect French, — 
had a delightful day and evening with them, the mother, 
Mme. R., giving us points on Little Russia, the daugh- 
ter singing in a well-trained voles, boating songs and 
Caucasan songs of the mountains, and the big, fine- 
looking son-in-law telling us stories and pointing out 
interesting bits of scenery along the coast. We wanted 
very much to get the music of the songs, but were told 
that there was no published music for them. One we 
liked immensely, which Mme. R. told us was sung by 
the Caucasan men at their dinners, a ringing, delight- 
ful thing. They all stand and sing it at the beginning 
of the dinner, then sing seated, between courses, and 
frequently during the meal one or two of them burst 
forth into song. All that afternoon we skirted the 
Shore in sight of the magnificent mountains, with those 
of Asia Minor also in view, a panorama of peaks seen 
across a sea almost unbelievably blue. The Russian 
lady mother was enthusiastic in praise of the Caucasan 
coast for summer or winter residence. She had bought 
a hillside under the coast range not far from Batoum 
and was just putting up a $2000 cottage, which was to 
have a roof of thatch. and to be painted a dark red. 
She hoped to have a grove of giant bamboo, some orange 
trees and a tree plantation by the next year and was 
going to spend six months of the year there if possible. 
She said that all the servants were Turks and were the 
best and most honest servants she had ever had. ab- 
solutely honest, that they were fine workers and very 
grateful for any kind of a good word. 


Turks are Honest People. 


When I thought of the reports we had heard of the 
Russian servants and their inveterate dishonesty, I 
wondered just how much the Turks could be trusted. 
However, we heard afterward, and from various 
sources, that the Turks were a particularly honest peo- 
ple, that it was their great virtue. Mme. R. said 
that things grew in a night in that deligtful climate 
and when I asked about fever, which is supposed to be 
rampant in and about Batoum, she vowed there was no 
such thing among those lovely hills. She most cor- 
dially urged us to visit her and was pleased when we 
gave her our cards with our address in America. Her 
husband had been an officer, her brother held a high 
position at court, and her big, good-looking son-in-law 
was in the Guards. As we had stopped at Novorissisk 
on our way to Batoum, and bad not been at all im- 
pressed with it, save with its barren ugliness. we re- 
gretted the time to be lost there and stil more the 
parting from our delightful acquaintances. 


A Terrific Night. 


All of an afternoon we lay at the dock and all of the 
night, too, although we were in great danger of being 
blown away from it, for at eight a violent wind sprang 
up and nearly tore off the awning. The sky was per- 
fectly clear, the stars brilliant, but a hurricane, the 
like of which I have only read of, whistled and moaned 
and rushed about the ship all night. The bay rose and 
lashed furiously abou: ws and the hawsers creaked and 
groaned with the strain of holding the ship. 

It was a dreadful night and had there been any kind 
of shelter near by, the captain would have put us off, 
but we were several miles from town and there was no 


droschkes in sight or hearing. Even if there had been 
it would have been im possible to drive 
in such a wind. The captain was up 


all night and in great doubt as to the strength of his 
cables, and we were thankful that they held, for in any 
other case we would have been torn away from the 
dock and dashed against the stone breakwater. No 
anchors could have held nor engines had strength 
enough to cope with such a wind and sea. 


Tilustrious Frenchmen as Passengers. 


The next morning we watched with great interest 
the arrival of two droschkes of passengers, but they 
proved to contain only a melancholy young Russian 
and four French officers none of whom could speak a 
word of English. 

Leon came to inform us of their arrival and also to 
give us the information that they were of very high 
rank in the army and the possessors of illustrious 
names, all of which was interesting, but we longed 
for one other woman. We set all, to speak incorrectly, 
at four in the afternoon and the next four days were 
made as pleasant for us as was possible, which was 
very pleasant indeed. The ship's officers did all in their 
power to make us content, the captain ordered dishes 
which he found that we liked, and on one lovely moon- 
light night took us all up on the bridge.

AN IMMENSE Anu OUT SELLING 
HOLIDAY NOVELTIES. 


By a Special Contributor. 


T= THOUSAND Christmas fakers will be on the 


streets of the cities and large towns of the United 
States tomoriow morning barking the novelties for 
the holiday season. 

New York will be made ™ listen to the insistent 
pleadings of 500 of the brags-lunged and slick-tongued 
profession until Christmas Day dawns. Philadelphia 
will be worked by half this number, and Boston, Bal- 
timore, Washington, St. Louis and Pittsburgh will each 
be given attention by a hundred bawling street men. 
Chicago cannot be covered thoroughly with a man lees 
than 350; San Francisco's contingent will aggregate 

_ 150, and such cities as Milwaukee, Buffalo, Cleveland, 
St. Paul and Cincinnati will be strenuously solicited to 
part with nickles and dimes by from fifty to one hun- 
dred fakers, according to the fertility of the field. And 
in many another town—Columbus, New Orleans, Charles- 
ton, Los Angeles, Atlanta, Albany, Omaha, for exam- 
ple—the number will vary from two or three to twenty 
or thirty. - 


Fakers Shun New Jersey. 


In every State and Territory, except one, the Christ- 
mas faker will be in the heat of commercial strife when 
another day dawns. The exception is New Jersey, and 
the street man will keep without its boundaries for the 
very good reason that he cannot make money within 
them. From the faker's viewpoint Jersey is the mon- 
etary Sahara of America, because its inhabitants, hav- 
ing the advantage of cheap railroad rates to New York 
and Philadelphia, scorn to buy even a five-ceat Christ- 
mas novelty elsewhere than in these two cities just 
beyond the State's line. 

But whatever he operates—whether in Wall street 
among the brokers, always good customers, or in the 
shadow of the Golden Gate; whether in the blizzard- 
swept cities of the Northwest, or under langorous south- 
ern skies, with holiday carousing negroes as principal 
purchasers of his wares—the Christmas faker, five times 
-out of six, will have the stamp of New York upon him. 
He will be from the East Side and of the East Side 
still, no matter how far away he may be from the tene- 
ment home that his mind will hark back to occasionally 

— while his stentorian voice sings the undying praises ot 
some novelty, because his king sent him out; and his 
king is an Rust Side man. — 

The Original Faker's Career. 


— — 


It has been thirty-four years since the boss faker. then 
a newsboy of thirteen, originated the street man occu- 
pation. Until he began barking penknives one morn- 
ing in front of the old New York postoffice, in Nassau 
street, no one except a few Jews were trying to sell 
things on the thoroughfares, and they offered only dust 
brooms and other minor household necessities. A month 
later the boy had the peddling Jews working for him. 
A year later he had a big bank account for one of his 
age. By the time he was old enough to vote he was 
pastmaster of the art he had originated and sole in- 
structor in a school for fakers; and from that day to 
this he has recruited his students from the section of 
the town where he was born and sent them broadcast 
over the country selling his wares. 

So it happens that the typical Christmas faker is, in 
large measure, a chip of the king of them all. 

Run across him wherever you may, you will find him 
as sturdy of blood as of voice; with a wit as incisive 
as his business acumen; possessor of a soul utterly in- 
eapable of being cast down, the ingenuity and imagina- 
tion of a clever novelist, and the power to make word 
paintings that rival the alliterative work of circus press 
agents. And lastly, as he hands you your purchase, 
jerks the piece of money out of your hands, tosses it 
into a pocket, and turns to the next customer, all be- 
fore you begin to realize what has happened, you can 
readily see why the hustling western business man, 
famed in song and story, takes a jack seat when the 
faker comes around. And like the first of his race, 
nearly all the East Siders who will be selling Christ- 
mas novelties tomorrow morning at first served their 
apprentice days as newsboys along Park Row. 


The Fakers Will Clear Up $2,000,000. 


— 


It is conservatively estimated that between now 
and Christmas the 10,000 fakers will take in $2,000,- 
000 over and above the percentage that goes to the man 
back of them. The average New York, Chicago or Phil- 
adelphia street man clears anywhere from $400 to $700 
for his work on the ten days prior to Christmas. The 
novelties are never put up on the street any earlier, 
for the faker glories in catching shoppers at full tide. 
In Pittsburgh, San Francisco, St. Paul, St. Louis and 
Louisville, his net income varies from $200 to $400; 
while in the larger southern cities and such northern 
and western towns as Albany, Omaha, Columbus, Los 
Angeles and Spokane, it doesn't take more than ordi- 
mary ability to clear as much as $75, frequently 810 
and not infrequently $125 and $150. 

Once in a while there is a man in the cities of mi- 
lions who, when he reckons up his profits before array- 
ing himself in his best duds on Christmas Day, pre- 
paratory to calling on his “steady company,” or taking 
wife and children to a vaudeville entertainment, finds 
that he is $1000 or $1500 “to the good.” This is es- 
pecially true when some novelty, simple as two and 
two in construction and small in constructive price, 
catches the public fancy and has a phenomenal sale at 
five or ten cents the specimen. 

But whether he makes $1500 or $150, the typical 
faker takes a long rest after the Christmas harvest is

The prosperous matured and maturing public will be 
tempted with not a few brand-new playthings, some of 
which, the inventors and the fexers hope, will prove 
as elusively puzzling as “pigs-in-clover” and thereby 
make record-breaking sales. Indeed, this hope has 
given way largely to a feeling of certainty, based on the 
unusual rapidity with which the few hundreds of sam- 
ples of these various novelties sent out through the 
country to test their selling powers were gobbled up. 

On the strength of thie “feeler,” which is made with 
extreme care every year, a half million copies of the 
“Columbus-stand-up-the-egg” will de 
placed on the market. Outwardly it is a small dupli- 
cate of the glass case once so popular for covering ar- 
tificial flowers. It can be held in the hollow of the 
hand. Inclosed by the glass covering is a small wooden 
egg, and the object is to turn and twist the whole af- 
fair about until the egg is made to stand on ite smaller 
end in a shallow hole in the center of the wooden bot- 
tom of the case.

The “Four Blind Mice” Trick. 


Another novelty somewhat on the same order is 
“Four Blind Mice.” The mice“ are gunshot inclosed 
in a glass tube an inch in diamcter and 
two inches long. This is divided in half 
by a piece of wood pierced by four heles just large 
enough to pass the shot. The hole in the middle of the 
wood leads into a tube whose circumference is that of 
the opening, and which runs half the length of the 
large tube inclosing it. You catch the “mice” if you 
can induce all four to drop into the inner tube.

Ages 
have passed since the crater-valley of Mexico lifted 
into air its tremendous overcharge. Memory has died, 
tradition has merged into fable, and the only evidence 
of those days of colossal conflict are the fixed peaks 
of porphyry that hold Mexico as in a cup of their own 
carving, and the ragged Pedregal of porous almedrilla 
or lava, known ag tezontle. It is presumed that the 
Pedregal was created by overflow from Ajusco, about 
2000 years ago. 

The mountain chain known in the United States as 
the Rockies is not as subject to the earthquake’s touch 
as is its continuation southward—the Sierra Madre in 
Mexico, especially Colima, the most active volcano in 
Mexico. It is a peak of the Cordillera, 12,000 feet high, 
and its volcanic fires often are seen from the ships 
that traverse the Pacific. This chain of the Cordilleras 
continues in Central and South America, being known 
in the southland ag the Andes. It reaches its minimum 
height, in transit (800 feet,) on the isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec. The volcanic character of the Cordillera is iden- 
tical. The more modern seismic phenomena are far 
milder than those of prehistoric times, when the earth 
was in its evolutionary processes of fire and flood. Dur- 
ing those prehistoric days the crater-valley of Mexico 
was formed. 


Old Popocatapetl. 


—— — 


Chief among its mountains, monarch of Mexico by 
natural right, is old Popocatepet!, standing 17,500 feet 
in air, with an unfading crown of snow, a crown sent 
down from heaven. Modern history sets its first erup- 
tion witnessed by white men in the year 1519, when 
Cortez invaded Mexico. He sent Diego de Ordaz to the 
summit to bring sulphur for the making of gun-pow- 
der. In the year 1363 Popocatepetl was in eruption, 


— 


and the stones and ashes fell in the streets of Teno- 


chtitlan, now Mexico City, sixty miles distant. The 
eruptions witnessed by the Spaniards were less severe, 
and after that of 1519, which the Aztecs regarded as a 
protest against the invasion of Mexico by the Spaniards, 
there were five like demonstrations, the last being in 
1802. 


The Mexican savant, Sefior Beltran y Puga, does not 
consider this volcano as dangerous for the City of 
Mexico. The crater; which has a lip like the coral edge 
of some atoll in southern seas, is of peculiar shape, 
and the peak does not have the same incline on all 
sides. The most rapid descent. and that most favored 
by the crater formation, is toward Ozumba, and lava

should be fixed on the topographical position of Popocate- 
peti and the direction of the prevalent winds, which are 
northeast and east. The volcano ig toward the south- 
east of Mexico, and would rain its ashes into the State 
of Mexico outside of the Federal district and toward 
the peak of Ajusco. The only fear for this city would 
be earthquakes in connection with violent eruptions. 
Owing to the spongy character of the subsoil, earthquakes 
have never done much damage in the valley of Mexico, 
within historic record. 


Popocatepet! is the property of one man, Gen. Gas- 
par Sanchez Ochoa, deeded to that veteran soldier soon 
after the Wars of Reform. Man and mountain are both 
unique characters, both have passed the stormy vol- 
canic period of their lives, both rest in privileged place 
near the heart of Mexico. Many offers have been made 
to Gen. Sanchez Ochoa by Americans for the exploita- 
tion of the sulphur, ice, and other products, of the 
great mountain, but he still controls them. When Gen. 
Grant was in Mexico, as Capt. Grant, during the Ameri- 
can war, he climbed the volcano, and many tourists, 
even ladies, have ascended since. But the ascent of 
Ixtaccihuat] is a different proposition; although it is a 
lower mountain, the gorges are so terrible and the ap- 
proaches so dangerous that very few have attempted it. 


The Giant’s Companion. 


Ixtaccihuatl (15,554 feet in height.) the legendary 
companion of Popocatepetl, was in violent eruption in 
1489, three years before the discovery of America by 
Columbus. It now gives no sign of life, and lies close 
to its petrified mate, a dead, shrouded woman of snow. 
As seen from the Sacred Mount of Amecameca (sce 
photograph.) with the quaint Mexican town below, 
Ixtaccihuat! is one of the most superb scenic features 
of Mexico. 


Midway to Amecameca was Lake Chalco, and in the 
lake a picturesque hillock named Xico, an island bill 
associated with the ancient rites of the Aztecs, as was 
Ixtapalapa, the Hill of the Star, near by. Xico burst 
into eruption in 1170 A.D., but did no particular dam- 
age. Lake Chalco recently was drained off, and in 
place thereof are fertile fields of barley and rye. 


The limit of pines on Popocatepetl is 12,544 feet, and 
the limit of vegetation 12,963 feet. But Ajusco, lying to 
the southwest of Mexico, and which is 13,497 feet in 
height, is treeless, a great mass of porphyry, and only 
for a short time during the months of January or De- 
cember is there any snow upon its old bald head. Snow 
is perpetual upon Popocatepet!, Ixtaccihuat] and Ori- 
zaba. Ajusco is'a seemingly tranquil mountain. Its 
eruption in 76 A.D. was terrific, and its lava has been 
traced almost to Acapulco, on the Pacific. The lava 
at the edge of the Pedregal nearest to the City of 
Mexico is eight metres deep. This tideless sea of stone 
is found in black and gray billows, reaching from the 
Ixtli crest to the Tlalpam road. Among its deep 
gorges are vines and creepers, clambering like children 
at play. Unusually large ferns and golden-hued ama- 
ryllis and flowering bushes and the typical tuna cact! 
beautify this hideous mass of volcanic rock, whose 
distorted shapes writhe like petrified serpents round 
the factories of Pefia Pobre, in and among the para- 
disical gardens of La Fama and Coyoacan and on to- 
ward the hillsides of Contreras. Above this scene of 
mingled savagery and silence towers camel-shaped 
Ajusco, dwarfing all other peaks; to its east, Malinali 
and its tall crater-top, curious Tlapahuetzin; to the 
south, Cansocaballos and Judio; to the southwest, 
Melacapetl and Huilotepec, and to the west, the grace 
ful contour of Las Cruces, with the intermediate peaks 
of Naxtlecatepetl and Aguachica. Nearly all can be seen 
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foreshortened against Ajusco, tall and naked, athwart 
the unbroken blue beyond. 

There is a small hill to the northeast of Mexico, about 
one league distant, called El Pefion, located on the edge 
of Lake Texcoco. It was probably upheaved by some 
overaction on the part of Popocatepet!, and is merely 
an accident, and not calculated to work any damage wo 
the capital. The Pefion baths are quite famous, the 
water having a temperature of 47 deg. centigrade. Dur- 
ing the Martinique eruptions, from local sympathy, the 
temperature dropped to 45 deg., but has since resumed 
its normal heat. 

The baby volcano in Mexico is Cebornco, in the Ter- 
ritory of Tepic. It was born February 23, 1870, and the 
consequent eruption lasted nearly 1 week. 


More Modern Spouters. 


Tuxtla is another somewhat modern volcano. On 
March 2, 1793, it entered into eruption. A column of 
fire and red-hot sand ascended sky high, and the dis- 
turbance was felt for forty leagues. The eruption 
was repeated in May, and the rain of ashes covered a 
surface of 11,000 square miles, falling even in the 
vicinity of Oaxaca. That day the sun was darkened 
over a surface of 45,000 square miles. In that direction 
of the republic seismic phenomena have ever been 
prevalent. Along the isthmus of Tehuantepec the earth 
is always suspiciously uneasy. In one night 200 shocks 
have been registered on the isthmus. 

The Jorullo volcanoes were also sudden born, six 
small hills of fire. originating from what was once a 
fertile plain. On October 13, 1759, when Marquis Ama- 
rillos was the Viceroy, this infantile volcano was born 
suddenly, like the Monte Novo in Naples. This mod- 
ern Mexican group of volcanoes is located in the dis- 
trict of Patzcuaro, Michoacan. On the day of its ini- 
tial eruption, flames issued from the Jorullo plain, over 
a space of one league square. Great rocks and red-hot 
lava rose to immense heights. Amid the issue of ashes 
and the rolling, rocking soil, the plain uplifted, at one 
point, 1560 feet, and the flames were seen from Patz- 
cuaro, 4500 feet above the level of the Jorullo plain. 


The Cuitingo and the San Juan rivers mysteriously dis- 


appeared, only to reappear some time +?--~war4 hut 
with their waters heated to 75 deg. The ashes carried 
for almost 200 miles. The Jorullo group were active 
until February, 1760, and since then have been quiet.

THE TROUBLE IN MOROCCO. 


GREAT ANXIETY ON ACCOUNT or Hostitrr r Or 
NATIVES TOWARD CHRISTIANS, 


(London Illustrated Mall:] Travelers who have re- 
cently returned from Morocco do not disguise their fear 
that trouble is brewing between the natives and the 
English residents in that country. 

“The antagonism toward the Christians is most ap 
parent in the country districts,” the writer was in- 
formed. “In the bazaars of the larger towns this feel- 
ing exists, but it is cloaked for business purposes, and 
there the hatred of the Christians takes the form of 
cheating them. I personally was robbed by a Jew trader 
in curios of close upon £4. 

“Im the country the wish is frequently openly ex 
pressed to try conclusions with the Chetetians.” — 
murder of the missionary, D. J. Cooper, at Fez, is se- 
rious evidence of the growing revolt. He himself before 
his death wrote to a friend of the widespread unrest 
and disaffection. 

“I cannot say where this anti-Christian feeling win 
lead to. All I know is that the Euro settlers in the 
country are experiencing the greatest anxiety, and not 
without reason.” 

The cause of the disaffection of the Moors is hard to 
explain. It is as deeply wrapped in mystery as was the 
motive which led to the rising of the Boxers in China. 
The assumption is, however, that the Moors are jealous 
of the influence which the Europeang are alleged to be 
exercising over the Sultan. The English are in high 
favor at the court, and the Sultan plays tennis almost 
every day with them. 

The Sultan, moreover, has sent to England for army 
drill masters, gardeners, a physician, and engineering 
experts, the latter of whom work the mechanical toys 
of which the Sultan has a large supply. These include 
a railway of some size, the rolling stock and rails of 
which have been carried at considerable cost to Fez on 
the backs of camels. 

This little railway has been seized upon by the Moors 
as an excuse for the expression of the deepest hatred 
of all. western innovations. The track of the railroad 
was marked out by poles, on the tops of which were 
small flags. The natives regarded the latter as the flag 
of the Englishmen, and declared that already the Chris- 
tians had seized by stealth a part of their country! A 
large company of Moors tore down the poles and tem- 
porarily stopped the building of the railway. 

A rumor extensively believed In is that the English 
are directing the affairs of the Sultan, and that they 
have purchased a share in the customs and administra- 
tion of affairs in the country. A greater amount of 
disorder prevails in Morocco than has been known for 
many years, and it shows a tendency to increase rather 
than to die out. 

The relatives and friends of English people living in 
the disturbed areas are naturally experiencing great 
anxiety. 

The recent unrest among the Berbers has, so It. Is said, 
been suppressed, but later telegraphic news speaks of 2 
fresh political movement, having for its object the over- 
throw of the Sultan, who, by his strong pro-European, 
and especially pro-British, tendencies is cordially hated 
by the Shereefs and Kaids who live by robbing the hap- 
less Moors. Fortunately, in Sir A. Nicholson we have 
a strong and able representative, and it is to be hoped— 
although the present outlook is not promising—that 
peace and quiet will be restored.

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Japan’s Industries. 
THE PRODCTION AND MARKETING 
OF TEA AND RICE IN THE EMPIRE. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


OKOHAMA, Oct. 30.—If the tourist to Japan does 
not take tea, and does not learn to like it before 
™ he leaves the land, the trouble does not lie in lack 
of opportunity. Everywhere one turns, the steaming 
beverage is presented; in private home and teahouse, in 
store and temple, at ceremonies solemn and at func- 
tions gay, one is expected to drink, and a refusal is 
often impossible. In the early summer, the fields of 
green shrubs are rich with the product, and a visit to 
famed Uji, where the picturesque pickers are at work 
with the herb, gathering the leaf and trudging off with 
their big baskets, is down on the programme of every 
intelligent traveler. 


Not simply for the native is the tea culture an enor- 
mous trade, but distant lands across the seas receive with 
delight the harvest from Japan. No more prominent 
leader is found in the treaty port of Yokohama than the 
great merchant who buys of his people, and fires and 
exports the herbs to foreign lands. He is the con- 
necting Mnk of international industry in the tea trade. 
A patriarch among his people, respected and loved at 
home, known and honored abroad, is the distinguished 
citizen, Kahei Otani, a man busy in affairs municipal 
and political, an important member of the Chamber of 
Commerce. A chat with this man of wide experience 
and large culture is a privilege. His is a striking per- 
sonality. His clear-cut features and penetrating eye re- 
veal a force of character. His smile is kind and cor- 
dial. His manner ts dignified and polished, but he has 
work on hand and is not in this world to waste time. 
He wears the foreign dress and his style is elegant. A 
superfiuity of decoration bespeaks the native’s seal for 


so gleefully at the funny points that one feels an e.

ciated. 

In speaking of his activity he said: “I am up every 
day at five o'clock.

In a Tea-firing House. . 


An hour in the great tea-firing house gives one some 
idea of the extensive industry of the country. Mr. 
Otani owns no plantation. He buys the product from 
all parts of the island, fires, packs and exports it to all 
parts of the world. The best tea comes in about May 
10, and three crops are picked during the season. 
Throughout this picturesque land the thick, short shrubs 
are loaded with glossy green and roofed with bamboo as 
protection against inclement weather, and the wee na- 
tives dart about like fays in the bushes. 

In the factory, the fires burn and the great wheels 
turn from May till October, when the machinery stops 
running till another spring. The day of twelve hours 
stretches from 5 a.m. till 6 p.m. with one hour’s rest 
at noon. About one hundred workers are employed by 
Mr. Otani, men and women, but there is no child labor. 
Little ones with babies strapped on their backs were 
toddling about the building, but they were the children 
of the workers, and nursing mothers often stopped in 
their work to feed the infants. Thirty or forty sen are 


teen or twenty cents of our money. Lackily their needs 
are not our needs. The men receive a little more, from 
forty to sixty sen per day.

A Chat With the Tea Merchant. 


The export and import trade of Yokohama a bril- 
liant future, and Yokohama’s great merchant would 
deeply regret any step of either country which would 
retard prosperity. A heavy duty on tea he feels would 
be a great mistake, if it forced Japan to find another 
market. Very eagerly he discussed the question in the 
qittle office, whose shelves were ranged with hundreds 
of half-pound cans of tea, which would be sent off as 
samples. Pygmy bowls along the counter held a few 
drops for the taster, whose delicate work it is to test 
and classify every supply which goes out of the great 
concern. He becomes an adept, and his sense of taste 
is so well developed that a sniff or a bare touch suffices 
to mark the quality. Indeed, if he took a generous swal- 
low of every sample, he would soon be a gastronomic 
wreck, or a hopeless tea drunkard. The constant habit 
of tasting is most dangerous, unless used with caution, 
and tasters often shorten their lives by disregard of the 
latent power in the herb. 

Mr. Otani speaks English slowly and with effort. He 
understands even less and does not attempt to follow 
any fluent speech. His interpreter is always at hand, a 
dapper little man, who listens in patient resignation, 
with his hands behind bim, and rises to the occasion on 
his toes, to pour out the harangue. They both laugh 
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strong enough to literally stand alone, is banked, a solid 
mass in the storehouse, whence it is shoveled into large 
tubes and blown upstairs, when it runs along the tun- 
nels to the boppers and is dropped to the big iron pans 
below. Each pan holds seventy-five pounds, which is 
rapidly churned by a piston that revolves in the center, 
and below is the long row of brick ovens, whose hot 
fires are faithfully fed. During forty minutes the tea 
dances about the piston in a general shake-up and heat- 
ing, known as the process of pan firing. There are two 
other processes, the sun firing. which i« declared to be 
very similar under another name, and the basket firing, 
where the leaves, placed in very coarse baskets, are set 
over small pans of charcoal embers, whose powdery 
cover well retains the intense heat. This process con- 
sumes but fifteen minutes, and the result is very popu- 
lar with buyers. In the yard are stacked masses of 
charcoal near the great furnaces which burn it down. 
A fine tea dust sweeps through the house and sweepers 
are kept busy gathering up the powder from the im- 
maculate floors. The strong, pungent odor gives one 
the feeling of walking about in an immense tea caddy. 
Sorters and sifters pass the leaves through various 
grades of sieves and other workers grind them fine by 
rubbing heavy wooden bars the length of the sieve. A 
tedious, laborious process it is, for the vast quantity 
which must undergo it. “Very slow way, you think in 
America,” said the interpreter, and the statement could 
not be denied.

No 
wonder that their stock is foremost in the fluctuating 
market, and that Japanese brokers watch its rise with 


its shares. 

The loyal American is proud to think that much 
of this fame is due to the able and genial personality 
of the general manager, who is an exponent of the 
best features of the two great nations which should 
join hands from over the seas. Mr. Kawada, a graduate 
of Ann Arbor, 94, spent eight years in America, in 
preparatory and college life. He unites the grace and 
polish of his own people with the push and enterprise 
which mark the able American. Naturally a brilliant 
man, his life in the States has given him a liberal out-

BUSINESS DEVELOPMENTS AND Op- 
PORTUNITIES THAT ARE OPEN.

ITY OF MEXICO, Nov. 29.—The Republic of Mexico 

buys more goods from the United States than it 

docs from all the rest of the world, and it sells 
us fully three-fourths of all the products which go be- 
yond its borders. The sum of money involved in these 
transactions has increased annually untit the two coun- 
tries have become fimly bound together by the tic 
of their great commerce. One of the things the visitor 
must note during his first hour in the metropolis, and 
which becomes more apparent as his stay is prolongeJ 
is the presence of many Americans; the popularity of 
American goods, and the general adoption of Americar 
ideas. Almost every block in the city has some evi 
dence of what has beén termed “the invasion.” 

The Yankee banker, bullder and merchant have 
pitched their tents, and the climate seems to be agree 
ing with them. Telephone, electric cars, and type- 
setting machines have come down from the States, and 
they are all golng to stay. The blevele has had ily 
day as a novelty, for the automobile, the moving pe- 
tures and the phonograph are here. Between the whizz 
ing thing which scoots around in such a terrifying man- 
ner; the photograph which comes to life, dances a jig 
turns a fiip-flap, and then disappears; and the mysterious 
box which can talk and whistle and sing; the native 
wonders whether his eyes and ears are deceiving him 
or the devil really playing a trick upon bim. When the 
fashionables come out in the evening for their daily 
parade through San Francisco street they trund'e over 
American asphalt in vehicles that are the product of 
Yankee labor, and which are drawn by thoroughbreds 
imported from the United States. 


Large American Colony. 


There are about 12.000 Americans who are now per- 
manent residents of the republic, and 4500 of these live 
in the capital. After coming so far one feels that the 
people ought to at least look arounll and show a little 
curiosity, but an American on the strects of the City of 
Mexico attracts no more attention than a Populist Con- 
gressman in Washington or a Kentucky colonel in Chi- 
eago. The tourist bas probably worked overtime in 
mastering a few Spanish sentences found in the guide 
book, and is surprised when the hotel man bids him 


good morning in English, and inquires “what pficed 
room do you desire, sir?” A little later the walter adds 
to his astonishment by asking, “How will you have 
your eggs. please“ It won't be long at the rate things 
are goin; until the American Will feel about as much 
at home in the City of Mexico as in New Orleans. 

About a year ago the Department of State at Wash- 
ington sent a short dispatch to Andrew D. Barlow, our 
Consul-Ceneral here, to ascertain the amount ef Ameri- 
can capital invested in Mexican It has taken twelve 
months of constant labor to comply with this brief re- 
qucst. This voluminoug report is prebaly the most 
comprehensive piece of work ever produced by an 
American Consul in any country. The services of the 
thirty-eight United States Consuls outside of the city 
were invoked, as well as a number of German and 
English Consuls. The entire country from the Rio 
Grande to the border of Guatemala was raked with a 
fine comb. While the actual result of this house to 
house canvass is not ready for publication, I am told 
that the number of American firms, individuals and 
companies coiling business in the republic is between 
1100 and 1200. The grand total of capital invested by 
these concerns is something over $500,000.000 in gold, 
aud this stupendous sum is constantly belag lacreased 
by the advent of new investors, and the enlargement 
of present holdings. The State having the largest 
amount of this investment is said to be Sonora, while 
Ciuihuahua is second. Both are border States, the first 
being south of Arizona and the second south of New 
Mexico. 


Most Capital in Railroads. 


Taken under distinctive business headings more 
American money is undoubtedly invested in railroads 
than in any other one thine. Nearly three-fourths of 
all the capital from the States is engaged in this line 
of enterprise. But for the Americana railroad promoters 
Mexico would have very few lines. The most importaat 
enterprises in this line now under way in the republic 
are the reconstruction of the Mexican National line 
from nerrow to bread gauge. Through sleepers are now 
running from St. Louis to Monterey, and it will only 
be a short time until the trip can be made to this city 
without change of cars. When this great work is com- 
pleted it will represent an investment of more than 
$100,600,000. The second notable undertaking referred 
to is the line across the isthmus of Tehuantepec, by 
the firm of S. Pearson & Son of London, who are un- 
der contract with the Mexican government. By this 
route travelers can cross the continent by daylight, 
making the trip from ocean to ocean in a day. 

There are connections being constructed with this 
line so the entire trip cam be aunde by rail from the 
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City of Mexico to Galina Crus, on ie 
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Mining Next.

HE average Londoner believes New York City to 
be inhabited by fierce, man-eating animais and 
painted, whooping savages. 

In much the same fashion the average easterner looks 
upon the great West as merely the resort of murderous 
Apaches, howling wildcats and hissing rattlesnakes. He 
knows something of Chicago and St. Louis, a very little | 
of Denver, still less of Salt Lake City, and absolutely 
nothing of the life of the plains and the mountains. 

And the people who dwell there—their habits. man- 
ners, appearance, hopes, aims, ambitions, loves and 
hates—are a sealed book to the New York or Boston 
cockney. 

Once in a while a man like Gates comes out of the 
West with a rush and a whirl, bringing with him some 
of the breeziness of the Rockies, and stirs up enough in 
the East to make the languid Orientals of the Atlantic 
Genet open their eyes and say: “Who the deuce is this 

But as a rule easterners are very provincial. They are 
prone to think that Boston, New York and Philadelphia 
bound the universe. They quite forget the wonderful 
chain of bustling, thriving, prosperous cities in the West. 
They quite forget the thousands of alert, keen, quick- 
witted, foreseeing intelligent men who Are daily shap- 
ing and molding the destiny of that marvelous section 
of our country known to us easterners vaguely as the 
“West.” 

A Hustler First and Last. 


‘The western business man is fret. last and all the 
time, a “hastler.” He eats, sleeps and lives business. 
Energetic and alert and ewer on the lookout for a good 
thing, he yet finds time for relaxation, for entertaining 
and for a kindly interest in his fellows. It is by no 
means so difficult to see a prominent business man in 
the West as in the East. The westerner is not so closely 
hedged about by clerks and fiinkies. He will see you 
and listen courteously to your project. But he expects 
you to be explicit and concise and then to clear out. 

The western politician, as all the world knows, is the 
slickest on earth. He may look like a granger, but he 
can give Wall street points. He may not dine in a 
dress coat, but he can sway the finances of a great 
nation. 

The western editor is incisive, brilliant, audacious. 
It is his pen that stabs. He usually writes with the 
business end of a wasp. But he is just as clever, as 
epicrammatic, as administrative, as powerful, as his 
brethren of the eastern press. 

The great financiers of the West are men who have 
made their money. Perhaps it is that very fact that 
makes them such formidable competitors to the eastern 
moncy kings, most of whom have inherited their vast 
wealth. 

But what about the ordinary, every-day western man? 
He is really the subject of this study. What is he like’? 
How does he differ from his eastern brother? What is 
his attitude toward woman? Is he as intelligent, fasci- 
nating, chivalrous and attractive as the every-day man 
of the Bast? 

I know this a delicate topic. one to be approached 
with humility and prayer. So, in the first place, I wish | 
to disclaim any prejudice against any class of men. 
There are good fellows in every walk of life. 


Unusually Chivairous to Women. 


The western man, as I have noted him, is not so self- 
satisfied as the eastern man. This is perfectly logical. 
The eastern man has remained at home, where he has 
been petted, caressed, pampered by the women of his 
family and, incidentally, by those of other families. 
The western man, as a rule, broke away from the East 
when a boy, struck out for himself, got plenty of hard 
work and hard knocks, no petting to speak of, and did 
not grow up fancying himself the only man on earth. He 
is more deferential and chivalrous to woman—perhaps 
because he knows her less. 

In the wildest, roughest mining camps of the Far 
West, a woman who respects herself is respected by 
every man, however bad his record in that camp. This 
cannot be said of many civilized towns of the East. 
Personally, I have received more courtesy and chivalry 
in La Plata or Cripple Creek than sometimes on Broad- 
way. The western man does not use profanity or foul 
language before women. In many eastern cities the 
woman passer-by hears frightful words from men in 
trains, on boats, on street corners. Such an outrage is 
unknown in the toughest western communities. 

The westerner does not leer into the faces of women 
on the street. He is not waiting on a corner for a 
woman to come up, only to follow and pass her and 
grin odiously over his shoulder at ber. As a matter 
of fact. while the westerner is adorably audacious in 
many respects, he is somewhat timid where women are 
concerned, and thrusts no un welcome attentions on any. 
But on the other hand, should a woman require assist- 
ance of any sort, no one is more chivalrous in proffering 
it With a curious commingling of brusqueness and 


: 
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timidity, the western man flies to the aid of a woman in 
distress. 

The writer was once traveling on & local eastern train.

Eastern and Western Men Compared PI ysically. 


The eastern man is often a magnificent creature, 
Physically. He has wit, address, polish, acumen, intel- 
ligence, cynicism, many agreeable and fascinating qual- 


ities. But he lacks imagination and emotion. The 


man who lives close to nature, who for days and months, 


perhaps. may hear no voice save hers; who toils In deep, 
dark cafions and sleeps under the stars; who delves at 


timber line and dreams above the snow, has both. To 


him Mother Earth whispers her dearest secrets; to him 
the mountains speak. = 


The Broadway flaneur, the Mexican ranchero; the 
Fifth-avenue swell, the Arizona miner—what greater 
contrasts? The one typifies over-ripe refinement, the 
veneer of civilization; the other embodies the primitive 
and strenuous emotion of existence. 7 

On Broadway, Fifth avenue, Beacon street. or Chest- 
nut street, one may behold mose elegant men, pink or 
purple-cheeked, irreproachably groomed, dressed in the 
perfection of taste, one the replica of the other gruy 
trousers, frock coat, silk hat, white waistcoat, colored 
shirt, tan gloves, gardenia or chrysanthemum on lapel. 
These are the flower of eastern society, the very pick 
of the whole bunch—languid, bored, cynical, over- 
civilized, unpicturesque. 

Compare with them the man who comes flying over 
the range on his Mexican mustang. He js alert, nerv- 
ous, cool, intrepid, reckless, devil-may-care, picturesque. 
His “chaps” glisten and jingle with silver: a lurid 
handkerchief, loosely tied, reveals the brown, shapely 
throat; the brim of the great sombrero flaps 
back from the tanned forehead and the bold, 
expressive eyes. He sits his animal like a Centaur. In 
every movement of the lithe body, every pose of the 
statuesque head, there is expressed the joy of life, the 
intoxication of existence. 

The westerner is alive to his finger tips: the easterner 
is blasé and tired of it all. Possibly that explains why 
many of these same westerners threw off the frock coat 
of civilization and donned the corduroy jacket of prim- 
itive conditions. For many of these same westerners 
come from the East, sick and weary of the exotic en- 
vironment they leave behind. 

He Doesn't Know the Latest Opera, bu — 

The very handsomest, the most graceful and pictur 
esque fellow I ever saw was a stage driver in Hesperus, 
Colo. He came into camp driving his four-in-hand from 
La Plata. His figure was that of an ancient Greek, his 
face like an antique cameo. His cheeks were like peaches 
and his eyes like stars. He carried himself like a thor- 
oughbred and his bizarre and fantastic accoutrements 
formed an admirable setting for his superb beauty. Ia 
a frock coat, silk -hat, and a gardenia he would have 
looked like a dozen others, but in his costume borrowed 
— be Mexican vaquero, he was distinctive and illumi- 

But let no one fancy that the western man is only a 
fine animal. He is very often a graduate of some * 
mous university; he is widely read and can discourse 
learnedly on many subjects. He may not be up on grand 
opera or the latest cotillion figure, but be can talk of 
the pros and cons of existence with the best. He is a 
philosopher, too, and his Philosophy is kindly—unim- 
bittered with cynicism and untinctuged with malice. 

Here's to the western man- royal good fellow’ 

Not the great bonanza king the famous politician, the 
Wall street plunger, but the every-day chap, the worker, 
the toiler, the delver, the miner. the cow puncher, the 
ranchman, the stage driver. I have been among them 
and I have known their hospitality and generosity: 
their truth and worth; their courage and modesty. 
May the winds of the mountains that rise so near heaven 
continue to bring on their wings to them all those 
good and beautiful human instincts for which they are 
80 justly famous.

T TH 3 scsson, when we are thinking of the Holy 
A Caild and His birth, it may be interesting to know 

somethtog about*the land where He was born and 
how Christmas is cclebrated there. 

It is in the pretty little town of Pethlehem that the 
most importan: ceremonies are held on Christmas Eve. 
411 the devout in Palestine go there if possible. Three 
years ago, in company with some friends, the writer was 
among the crowd of visitors who went to the ceremony. 
Mounted on horses, we started from the Jaffa Gate in 
Jerusalem abou: 8 p.m., so as to be in sea on for the 
grand sevice in the Church of the Nativity, which be- 
gins at 11 p.m. 

The road which leads from Jerusalem to Bethlehem. 
extending six miles south, is one of the best in the 
country, and it is by far the most interesting, leading 
through a ro'ling plain covered with stony fields, with 
an occasional olive grove or vineyard, hemmed in by 
bare mountains. 

‘That Christmas Eve was a perfect moonlight night! 
The solemn dome of the sky was bright with the won- 
derful radiance of an eastern night, which enabled us to 
see the surrounding country very clearly. In the east 
were the beautiful mountains of Moab, at the foot of 
which we saw 4 portion of the Dead Sea glistening 
in the moonlight. We could even diseern the River 
Jordan, like a silver thread, in the valley. Perfect still- 
ness brooded over the landscape.

There was a long string of them tied one to an- 
other, carrying loads of wood into Jerusalem. They 
were guided by a dark son of the desert, who was seated 
with graceful carelessness on a lofty and primitive sad- 
dle upon the foremost camel's back. His sturdy bare 
limbs swung with the motion of the camel's long steps. 
He was humming to himself in that plaintive mon vtene, 
which the Arab thinks so musical. 


Bethlehem a Picturesque City. 


The country as we approached Bethlehem, seemed 
much more prosperous than that which we had seen 
near Jerusalem. There were vineyards and olive groves 
in abundance, and neatly-terraced gardens, showing the 
industry of the Bethlehemites, who are indeed known to 
be the most energetic and self-respecting of all the vil- 
lagers around Jerusalem. From the plain below, Beth- 
lehem is a picturesque little town. It is located on the 
summit of a long, narrow hill, stretching down the 
sides of a likewise narrow ridge, which shoots out from 
the central chain of the Judean mountains. The steep 
slopes below the village are carefully terraced. These ter- 
races sweep in graceful curves around the ridge from 
top to bottom. In the valley we saw grain fields, and we 
recalled that Bethlehem was noted for these, and was 
named on account of them, “House of Bread.” It is sig- 
nificant that He who calleth Himself “The Bread of 
Lite“ was born in Bethlehem. 

As we ascended to the hill leading up to the town, the 
most prominent building to be seen was the Church of 
the Nativity, surrounded by the convent buildings. It 
rises like some baronial castle, gloomily and grandly, 
on the steepest side of the hill. We entered the town 
by a crooked and narrow street, the houses of which 
almost arched over here and there.

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Servant Girls in Hawaii. 


JAPANESE HELP SETTLE THE ORDI- 
NARILY PERPLEXING PROBLEM.

() ¥ THE many odd customs of life that prevail among 


| 
| 


the American people of Hawail, tue regulations per- 
taining to servants are most unique. To begin with, 

it is principally the large Japanese population that sup- 
plies the majority of help, and as these come from the 
serving classes of Japan, chiefly having been sent in 
fulfillment of labor contracts, they form good servants. 
They are uneducated; they do not seek higher intel- 
lectual attainments as those do who come to Am-rica; 
they do not bother their employers about study hours; 
they know their place, and consequently are thoroughly 
adapted to servitude. For the plantations there is no 
superior labor, as they may be driven and kept down 
to hard, steady work; and in the home, when trained 
for that service, they are equally competent. But, in 
the latter capacity, it is the Japanese women who shine. 
One that is at all desirable far outranks the servants of 
any other nationality in point of obedience, patience or 
faithfulness. In families where there are children, they 
are especially in demand, for they are gentle, loving to 
a degree, and their mistresses would not exchanze them 
for the best German, Irish or American girl to be had. 
Indeed, nature and social conditicns have combined 
to mold the Japanese women into first-clacs ccrving 
maids. For centuries, they have been kept down, hav- 
ing been really the slaves of their fathers and husbands. 
From childhood, they are taught that there are three 
obediences to be learncd—to father, to huzband, to gon 


ural tender-heartedness, domesticity and gentlencss, they 
are well fitted to become nurse maids or house workers.

One of their countrymen once said of them that they 
are neither Xanthippes nor Zenobias, lacking strong 
will and incapable of fighting against the cruelty of 
fate, but that they are creatures of the heart, submit- 
ting with calm resolute gentleness. 

Another quality that makes them especially adapted 
to the care of children is their strong maternal instinct. 
As a nation, they are lovers of their children. They 
exhibit a Spartan devotion to their offspring, and are 
capable of all the heights and depths of pure and de- 
voted love. And, when catering to the requirements of 
a child of any nation, they are said to be kindness itself. 

Now, employment bureaus and agencies, which seem 
to be a necessary evil in America, do not exist in Hono- 
lulu. When a lady's servant leaves her, she simply 
spends a few minutes at the telephone. She rings up 
one friend after another, announces her loss and her 
wants and patiently awaits developments. Among het 
friends there may be some one who knows of an un- 
employed servant or her own servant may hear of a 
Jap who is seeking a position. . 

But, if it is an emergency, in which no time may be | 
spent in waiting, my lady may seek the Japanese board- 
ing-houses. Unlike the customs of the Japs:in America, 
who are usually found sprinkled about among the white 


waiting on table. Besides these duties, she pe forms 
many tasks for her spouse, such as washing his clothes 
and keeping them in order, since it is inborn in the 
Japanese woman's character to be a slave to her husband. 
In this way her time is all occupied, and she leads 2 
very busy, useful life. ae 

So, it is a very common signt in None to see the 
Japanese maids in their pictureeque native cost imes 
wheeling a baby carriage or leading a bright American 
youngster by the hand. They have not become suf- 
ficiently Americanized to adopt the Curopean attire, 
and furthermore, there is an unwr' ten lw against it 
in Hawaii.

Japanese service s Mrs. Henry Isenberg, who has a 
Japanese maid for het little boy three years o. age. 
This girl, whose name is Kena, is nigeteen years old, 
and her husband is Mrs. Isenberg’s butler. Kena Is 
pretty, speaks English fairly well, and has taught her 
little charge to converse in Japanese.“ He will say 
“Ohayo”" (good morning,) and “Konnichi” (good day.) 
and boasts of other common expressions, and can un- 
derstand every word of Japanese that Kena says to 
him. 

Mrr. Isenberg speaks with great praise of the ef- 
ficiency of Japanese nurse maids. She says they are ex- 
cellent at entertaining the children, but while they are 
kind and generous, and faithful to a degree, they do 
not like much responsibility. They are obedient but 
want to be told just what to do. 

While kept in Honolulu, they retain their desirable 
qualities, but it is thought dangerous to bring them to 
the United States. for the simple reason that they be- 
come spoiled. They immediately want to adopt our 
style of dress; they become infected from the other 
Japanese women where, with the idea that they want 
to do something “smarter” than taking care of children; 
and being an unusual sight in their kimonos, are made 
go much of Ly people in general that their dispositions as 
servants are corrupted. The oddity of their appearance 
naturally attracts attention, and when Kena recerily 
visited California, many were the attempts to get snap 
shots at her, for she made a pretty picture in her dark- 
blue figured kimono, her mass of black hair in a fan- 
tastic coil on ber head, and the well-dressed little chap 
by her side. 

Mrs. Chalmers A. Graham is another American woman 
who testifics to the competent service of Japanese 
women. Like ali servents, she says, these women have 
their faults and foibles. They will resort to a little 
trickery when giving cxcuses for leaving you suddenly 
(for this is characteristic of all Japanese help doth ia 
Honolulu and America.] and though desiring an in- 
crease in wares will leave rather than ask for it (an 
employer must guess their wants in this particular,) 
but with these inconsiderable deficiencies, they are most 
faithful and devoted. Mrs. Graham states that there is 
no devotion like the devotion of a Japanese woman. 
Aud the best of it is that they are thoroughly trust- 
worthy. They never strike a child; are gentle and will 
intercede when parents are scolding or punishing their 
children. With teas in their eyes, they will plead 
“No hoo-hoo (scold) baby! No hoo-hoo baby.” 

Connie, Mrs. Graham's maid, came to Honolulu from 
Japan for plantation work. But, tiring of this drudgery, 
she began to engage herself as a child’s nurse. She soon 
found work in Mrs. Graham's family, and for three 
years has the sole care of little Martha Graham. 
Besides this, she does the mending for the family and 
makes neglige kimonos for her little charge. 

Yoshi is a Japanese girl who holds the unique position 
of lady's maid. She is a charming little person, speaks 
English grammatically, and with the most delightful 
accent, and is exceptionally intelligent. She is very ob- 
serving, very keen to guess your motives, and is not 
afraid to express herself in a straightforward, but very 
ag gp manner. As an attendant, she is pronounced 
by r mistress to be very competent, being specially 
thoughtful in a case of illness.

IN THE CITY OF VENICE.

One of them 
is the body of a young Venetian who died many years 
ago; an embalmer who is said to have killed and em- 
balmed himself. To those who have seen it, tt 1 said 
that it appears like one in a sweet sleep, save that he 
is very pale. It is inclosed in a black casket, bearing 
the name “Passo.” The other body is that of a woman 
who is supposed to have died about the same time 
She. also, is inclosed in a like casket, bearing the name 
“Letitia.” Traditions, and there are some very pretty 
ones connected with these bodies, have it that these 
are the names by which they were known in life, and 
that these two people, in generations past, were once 
lovers. Many beautiful legends of their life and love are 
told through Italy, and there are many tourists who 
cross the seas to view the dead bodies. Undertakers, 
too, say that the process by which they were embalmed" 
is a secret never known except by the dead Passo and 
his near ancestors.

Kitchen to Dining Room.

W L.. PASADENA, writes: “I wish to convert a 
„ kitchen into a dining-room with as little expense 
as possible. Our cottage is an old-fashioned one, so it 
is hard to make it look nice. Inclosed you will find plan 
of the room I want to change. It is wood overhead, also 
the walls. Two sides are of rustic, the other two boards 
set between posts such as one sees in screen porches. 
We are going to paint it Can I in any way treat the 
walls so they will not have such a kitcheny look? I 
have a gas cook stove in it and a wood one. I will re- 
move sink and gas stove to screen porch, which we are 
having fitted up for kitchen, but will have to keep 
wood cook stove in dining-room, as the chimney is 
there, and I like it so much better for some kind; of 
cooking. I thought I could havg a screen made to stand 
in front of it, such as you have advised others to get. 
The dining-room proper we have to use for a living- 
room and I have in there chairs, table and sideboard of 
oak. The door leading from this room to screen porch 
is half glass; besides this door there are four others 
leading into bedrooms, bath and living-room. It runs

Your claw-footed table is beautiful and both chairs 
are such good shapes that it is hard to choose between 
them. Flemish oak would be my choice in here and 
your walls would be effective done either in rich crim- 
son or strong pumpkin yellow. Why not furnish your 
sitting-room distinctively by using hangings at the win- 
dows of flowered linen taffeta and filling out your fur- 
niture with several pieces upholstered with this. Could 
you not use the “soft, silvery green” of your reception 
room chair as a keynote for this reom, doing the walls 
in green a trifle more distinct in tone, or perhaps you 
would prefer to use the pink of the other chair. Pale 
green, or soft pink porticres of velour, would look well 
in opening of reception room.

A Cozy Tombstone. 


—— 


HE most remarkable gravestone in all Maine, if, 

indeed, its like can be found anywhere, is in the 
Hunnewell family lot at Windham, where a great old- 
fashioned open fireplace serves instead of marble or 
granite shaft. 

The Hunnewells have for two and a half centuries 
been the foremost people in Windham and many of the 
family lie buried in this cemetery. Recently Charles 
H. Hunnewell, the present head of the family, decided 
to erect a monument in the cemetery lot. 

He decided that the old fireplace where his great- 
grandparents did their cooking and toasted their toes 
would be more appropriate for the purpose than an or- 
dinary monument. So he had the old fireplace taken 
from the farmhouse, with its hanging crane, andirons 
and other belongings, and set up in the graveyard in a 
framework of bricks taken from the old chimney—bricks 
that were brought from England in the early part of the 
seventeenth century. 8. 

Thus the fireplace stands, a conspicuous object among 
the white stones that surround it. The opening is filled 
in with a metal tablet, upon which is inscribed the 
record of the Hunnewell family for eight generations, 
or from 1654 to 1991—247 years. 

In the space around the family record appear pictures 
of fowls, cows, hogs and other live stock owned by the 
various generations of the Hunnewells, which won prizes 
at fairs. Seven hens, two hogs, four cows and six oxen 
appear in single pictures, while others are in a group. 
There is, in addition, a large picture representing a farm

HEN, some few years back, influenza was raging 
the epidemic, and were seriously ill. 
This is no stretch of imagination. A similar thing is 
actually happening every day.

This, because of the felt with which 
the hammers are covered, and which is almost as per- 
fect a forcing ground for stray bacilli as are the sheets 
of agar jelly used by bacteriologists. 

Consequently, as may be imagined, influenza is not 
the only ailment to which the instrument is liable. On 
a single square inch of felt, stripped from the interior 
of a boudoir grand, which had stood for some weeks in 
a room occupied by a consumptive patient,.Dr. Krausse, 
of Berlin, found recently millions of living tubercule 
bacilli, showing under the microscope as a forest of 
delicate, waving filaments. 

When played upon, this pththisis-etricken instrument 
emitted dull, sodden tones, similar to those which come 
from one affected by damp. It was removed to another 
apartment, outside the area of possible reinfection, and 
within a week it had completely recovered, the notes 
rolling forth clear, sharp and perfect, both in tone and 
timbre. 

A second test was then made on a fresh fragment of 
felt, but absolutely no live micro-organisms were found. 
The germ “colonies,” reduced to preying upon one 
anether, and not being reinforced by fresh arrivals from 
outside, had perished after much the same manner as 
did the famous Kilkenny cata.

Its location, about eleven hundred feet above 
sea level, at the narrowest point of the San Gabriel Val- 
ley, is such as to give it a practically frostiess climate, 
while there is an ample supply of cheap water. These 
two conditions, absence of frost and plenty of water, 
combined with great fertility of soil, make this section 
one of surpassing value as a citrus-fruit-producing re- 
gion. These favorable conditions have attracted enter- 
prising and progressive settlers, as a result of which 
numerous valuable improvements have been inaugurated. 
Among these improvements are one reservoir of 1,000,000 
gallons’ capacity, which greatly facilitates irrigation, an- 
other 50,000-gallon private reservoir, and a good pack-

Five 
thousand cuttings will be ready for transplanting in 
February.

Donell. It is proposed to build a two-story brick build- 
ing—the upper floor to be used as a hall for the ac- 
commodation of fraternal orders. The postoffice will be 
in the most modern style that can be constructed, and 
will be leased to thé government for a terms of years. 
The investment will pay stockholders at least 6 per cent. 
interest, and will give to Ventura a postoffice of which 
she will not be ashamed.”

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Hunting Wild Hogs. 
Finck Beasts THAT WILL ATTACK 
MAN OR GRIZZLY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
HE wild hogs of Southern Colorado are distinct 
Ts breed from the peccaries, though the hunting 
of each has somewhat the same characteristics. 
The peccaries belong rather to Centra] and South Amer- 
jean than to any part of the Umited States. 

Both are absolutely fearless and relentless to a degree 
not found in any other animal except possibly the wild 
dogs of India. If a griezly or a mountain lion kills one 
of a drove of either wild hogs or peccaries the rest of 
the drove start on a missica of vengeance. They will 
follow the offending animal tor hundreds of miles, trav- | 
eling at a quick little trot, which seldom fails to tire the 
fugitive. When the object of their pursuit is treed they 
will wait with unwearied patience until he descends. 
Then it is a fight, and a fight to the death. The drove 

will not turn back until their vengeance has been sated. 

Col. Jack Rogers, who has hunted along the southern 
course of the Colorado River, is an enthusiast on the 
zubject of wild-hog hunting. 

“There is no sport in the world,” says he, “that is at- 
tended with as much risk or more excitement. Wild 
hogs will kill anything that walks. No grizzly will 
trifie with a drove. He knows it is sure death. The 
only instance I ever heard of where a grizzly got mixed 
up in a fight with these wild hogs was where the hogs 
tried to kill a couple of grizzly cubs. Of course, the 
mother grizzly defended her cubs, and a mother grizly 
fighting for her cubs is about as fierce a proposition as 
walks. But in the end both the cubs and the big grizzly 
were torn to bits. 

“These hogs would rather fight than feed. Their teeth 
are like razors, their skins are tough as they make them, 
and their tenacity of life is astounding. The first and 
the most important rule that a hunter must observe 
when he goes after one of these animals is to be near 
a tree. If he neglects this precaution his first hunt 
stands a good chance of being his last. And it must be

Kasongo, a Central African town of some 60,000 in- 
habitants, was built with a view to burning it down 
again at the earliest possible opportunity.

Then, when they had them comfort- 
ably corralled, the Belgians picked a quarrel with a lead- 
ing sheik, declared war, and within a few months 
Kasongo and its 60,000 inhabitants had ceased to exist, 
the city being now represented only by a single station 
of the Free State nine miles away on the river bank.

Arab town of Nyangwe. Over 100,000 men, women. and 
children, were estimated to have perished in this ter- 
rible war. scarcely any details concerning which were 
permitted to reach the outside world until years after 
the crowning catastrophe had been consummated.

SUGGESTIONS FOR ACQUIRING AND ‘§ 
PRESERVING HEALTS.

Insomnia. | 
OLLOWING is by Dr. Felix Oswald, in Health Cul- 
ture: 


“Sleep has been called a refuge from toil and trow 
ble, and in some of its forms ig a prerogative of the 
higher animals. 

“Brain rest, as distinct from the lethargy of the entire 
organism, is a boon reserved for nature's favorites, but 
under certain circumstances that privilege is apt to be 
withdrawn. Persistent sinners against the laws of health 
risk to be barred from the Miessing of oblivion for 
weeks together. 

“The causes of sleeplessness are generally external, 
but those connected with internal disorders are by far 
more difficult to counteract. Between fitful slumbers 
and chronic insomnia there is as much difference as be- 
tween transient coughing fits and pulmonary consump- 
tion. Dust, a stray crumb, a whiff of sulphur fumes, 
may set a healthy man coughing, but the symptoms of 
distress thus provoked can be abated at short notice by 
the simple removal of the cause. 

“Incidental sleeplessness can often be almost as 
promptly relieved. It may be due to an excess of tem- 
perature or to a lack of oxygen in the atmosphere of 
the bedroom. All the functions of the internal organ- 
ism proceed at reduced speed during slumber; the pulse 
sinks, respiration becomes slower and less energetic; 
and with that handicap the lungs may find it difficult to 
supply the needs of the organism when the percentage 
of life air ia, moreover, reduced from hour to hour. In 
the atmosphere of a crowded, ill-ventilated bedroom 
there is at last little left to live upon, and the sudden 
awakening from a troubled dream is an alarm signal— 
the organism's appeal to the assistance of the brain. 

“That appeal, it is true, may prove worse than useless. 
A bralnicss creature, an idiot, would simply try to go to 
sleep again or might have instinct enough to sit up on 
his bed and pant for air, but the brain of the otherwise 
rational sweat-box tenant may be saddled with sanitary 
superstitions—the dread of draught, or cool night air 
and blind confidence in the virtues of drugs. 

“Finding sleep incompatible with the reek of his dun- 
geon, he will start up to swallow a dose of narcotic 
nostrums. The moaning children at his side are 
silenced in the same manner. 

„What's the matter with you, Jack? Tossing and 
groaning all the night long. Now you sit up and take 
this spoonful of paregoric.“ And does not the specific 
answer its purpose? 

“Yes, by stifling the voice of the internal monitor. A 
poisen-cloud settles over the brain and excludes every 
sound; the outcries of instinct are no longer heeded. 
A substitute for sleep has been successfully enforced, 
but might just as well have been mediated by stunning 
the moaning youngster with a sandbag. 

“In the course of the last fifty years the importation 
of opium into Great Britain has risen from 800 pounds 
a month toa ton per week. One-fourth of that quantum 
is sold to victims of the morphine habit and to grad- 
uates „f the Chinese dope dens. The rest is sent to the 
Northland weaver districts to cure sleeplessness. In 
warm summers Lancashire druggists sell almost as 
much ‘black drops’ (laudanum) as all other poisons 
taken together. If it were not for a prejudice as pre- 
posterous as any spook superstition of the dark ages 
warm weather sleeplessness could generally be cured in 
ten minutes by opening a bedroom window. The in- 
fluence of excessive warmth on sleep and dreams is illus- 
trated by the familiar fact of interrupted slumber in 


nights when a thaw suddenly follows a spell of cold 


weather. Bed covers which a few hours before were just 
sufficient to keep the sleeper comfortably warm, now 
become oppressive, uneasy dreams are aggravated by a 
feeling of suffocation, yet the trouble will find its own 
remedy if the sufferer should happen to twist out bis 
arms and thus reduce his blood heat by a few degrees, 

“In more grievous cases the removal of a blanket will 
bring relief, and Benjamin Franklin recommended the 
plan of getting up altogether and for a while give the 
body a chance to drink in fresh air through every pore. 

“*Waking up soon after midnight,’ he says, I often 
rise and for a quarter of an hour sit on a chair entirely 
nude, till the desire for warmth becomes urgent; then, 
returning to bed, I can generally rely on enjoying a few 
additional hours of refreshing slumber.’ 


FOLLOWING is an extract from an article on food and 
cooking, by Dr. John II. Girdner, in Munsey's Maga- 


gine for November: 


“There is no reason why preparing and cooking human 
food shou!d not be a dignified and scientific profession, 
except that it has been the general custom and fashion 
in the past to consider cooking as an occupation in which 
no gentleman or lady could engage. Any useful occupa- 
tion may be raised to a plane of dignity and honor. It 
is not the occupation itself that counts, but the intel- 
ligence and character of those who engage in it. The 
cap and apron of the cook ought to be as much a badge 
of respectability as the garb of any other profession.

Butter as a Laxative. 


GERMAN medical publication contains the follow- 

ing. The Times would suggest that pure olive oil 
would be an improvement on butter, for use as a laxa- 
tive. A good way to take olive oil is to mix it with a 
little lemon or tomato juice, or, in the case of young 
children, a little sugar may be added: 

“Doerfier believes that many cases of chronic constipa- 
tion in children are due to intestinal obstruction from 
too much food. To overcome this exceedingly disazree- 
able and annoying condition, with practically no resist- 
ance on the part of the patient, the author admialsters 
fresh butter, just as it comes from the dairy. The 
method is palatable, simple and effective: it increases 
the nutritive value of the food in a small compass. 
Some of the butter is assimilated and the balance is 
eliminated, stimulating peristalsis at the same time. The 
appearance of the patient is speedily improved. 

“The butter is administered as follows: 

“During the first few months of life—a half to one tea- 
spoonful daily until the bowels move normally, and then 
the same dose every other day. 

“During the third and fourth months—two to three 
teaspoonfuls daily, until relieved, then every second or 
third day. 

“From five months to a year—one to three tablespoon- 
fuls every two or three days. 

“Over one year—give as circumstances may dictate.”

Yet that the 
Maoris, and other Pacific natives, possess the power 
of accomplishing this feat we have evidence that can- 
not be disputed. a 
Not only can certain of these Polynesians walk over 
the glowing stones unharmed, but they are able to dele- 
gate their power to other people. In the Journal of the 
Polynesian Society, Col. Gudgoon, British Resident at 
Raratonza, one of the Cook Islands, describes such an 
occurrence. It was on January 20, 1899. For many 
hours a large fire had been kept up on a foundation 
of large stones, and at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when 
the burning embers were raked aside, the colonel found 


te stones to be so hot that a bramch of green wood 


* 


thrown upon them blazed up in a few seconds. 

The native priest struck the edge of the furnace three 
times with a branch of the ti-tree, and then he and his 
pupil slowly and deliberately walked acroes. The pup! 
afterward handed his branch to Mr. Godwin, another 
Englishman who was present, and said, “I give my 
mana! (power) over to you. Walk across with your 
friends.” Four white men thereupon walked across, in- 
cluding Col. Gudgeon. The latter, in describing his 
experience, says, “I knew quite well | was walking on 
red-hot stones, and could feel the heat, yet I was not 
burned. I felt something resembling slight electric 
shocks both at the time and afterward, but that was 
all.” — 

The Shintos of Japan possess some similar secret. 
At the Houshi Shinshukyo Temple, in the district of 
Kanda, Tokyo, there is a fire-walking performance every 
half-year. Another equally extraordinary feat is the 
“yubana,” or ordeal by boiling water. At this the 
devotees literally drench themselves with water out of 
cauldrons at a galloping boil. It would take the skin 
off anyone else, but not a blister appears upon the 
bodies of these Shinto priests. The only explanation 
they vouchsafe is that they draw out the “sp'rit” of the 
water, and so it becomes harmless. Think of the value 
of such a secret to the engine-crew on a modern tor- 
pedo-boat! 

So-called savages, even of very low types, are 
able to do many things which the modern scientist 
cannot explain, and sometimes to beat the white man 
at his own game. Mr. Servais le Roy’s name is well 
known to all who take an interest in conjuring. On 
one occasion this master of mysteries took a trip up 
the Congo. His feats of magic delighted the natives, 


gad their professional magicians would frequently show 


— 


the greatest interest in his tricks. At last, however, 
he met One who was more than his match. This man 


“took an ordinary turnip, and made it change into a 


human face. How he did it the Belgian conjurer has 
never & in discovering. 

Gome of these African wizards profers to be able to 
turn themselves into lions, or other animals, and so 
travel vast distances, and find out the plans of their 


enemies. Be this as it may, it is quite certain that 


these tribes have means of finding out with telegraphic 
rapidity occurrences at great distances. 

About five years ago, Dr. R W. Felkin, accompanied 
Emin Pasha on a tour through Uganda and the terri- 
tory behind it. The doctor then traveled northwards 
toward the Soudam. At last he got to Lado, atout a 
thousand miles south of Khartoum. One morning after 
his arrival a local wizard told him that during the pre- 
vious night he had been at’ Meschera el Rek, on the 
Nile, 550 miles away, and that two steamers had just 
arrived there. 

The doctor, bo had been away from civil zation s0 
long that he knew nothing of the retaking cf the Sou- 
dan, laughed at the news. But the m'logo, or wizard, 
insisted it was true, described the people on the boats. 
and spoke of one Englisiman, short, with a big beard, 
who had ietters for Dr. Feikin. He sata he was coming 
to Lado, and would be there in about 


As for the wizard, the doctor believes that he never 
was more than a few miles from his native village in 
his life. It seems certain that he, and others of his 
kind, must have a far greater command over the mys- 
teries of telepathy than any Europeans. 

The Zulus, and other South African natives, have 
means of distributing news of which we know noth- 
ing. The relief of Mafeking was known next day in 
Zululand, and also 700 miles away in the interior of 
Qape Colony. it bas been suggested that runners carry 
the news from village to village, that men shout from 
hilltop to hilitop, or that smoke signals are employed.

Resolving to put an end to this superstition, 
the captain himself ate a meal before about a hundred 
of the Walamo. He thought no more about it until 
next morning, when he found himself miserably ill, 
although up to that date he had not been unwell a single

THE FIRST FOLIO SHAKESPEARE. 

Book collectors are eagerly looking forward to the 
forthcoming issue of the first folio edition of Shake- 
speare, in collotype facsimile. Relatively few persons 
are aware, however, of an inter@sting circumstance re- 
lating to the original folio, lent by the Duke of Devon- 
shire for the purpose of being closely copied. The vol- 
ume once belonged to the famous Duke of Roxburghe, 
at the sale of whose library in 1812 it realized the then 
extraordinary high sum of £100. Dr. Dibdin repeats a 
singular story about its purchase some years previously | 
by the Duke. A friend was bidding for him, and His 
Grace retired to one end of the salesroom, quietly to 
view the issue of the contest. The bidding rose rapidly 
to 20 guineas. A slip of paper was handed to the Duke, 
counseling him to continue the contest. With a cool- 
ness that would have done credit to Prince Eugene, he 
wrote on the same slip of paper, by way of reply: 

“Lay on, Macduff, 

“And d——d be he who first cries, ‘Hold, enough!” 

Such a spirit was irresistible, and bore dowa all oppo- 
sition. The Duke was, of course, declared the victor, 
and he marched off triumphantly with the volume un- 
der his arm. The price paid is said to have been 34 
guineas, a third of the amount for which the book sold 
in 1812. Today a really fine copy is worth £1800.—[ Lon- 
don Daily News. 


MOLASSES AS A CURE FOR CANCER.

Meaning of a Durbar. 


What is this Durbar? The word itself is of Persian 
origin, signifying originally a King’s audience chamber, 
and hence the assemblies that congregate in such a 
chamber. Probably the briefest and most vivid account 
of a Durbar in the English language is to be found in 
the second verse of the third chapter of the book of | 
Daniel: “Then Nebuchadnezzar the King sent to 
gather together the princes, the governors, and the cap- 
tins, the judges, the treasurers, the counselors, the 
sheriffs, and all the rulers of the provinces to come to 
the dedication of the image which Nebuchadnezzar the 
King had set up.“ Such was an eastern Durbar six cen- 
turies before Christ. So is Mu in this twentieth century 
of the Christian era. 

Princes, governors, captains, ete., when they gather 
together with their guests, bring with them many 
shekels of silver and many shekels of gold. They spend 
the coin lavishly. And the ancient arts and industries 
of the Orient—for which Delhi is still famous—will re- 
ceive a new and vigorous stimulus. 

Electric light is to be installed for the Durbar camp, 
and Delhi will in future be lighted with electricity. 
Motor cars are to be allowed, but not within the city 
walls. We heer so much of horses being frightened 
by & motor car; but imagine the scene if a forty-horse- 
power Panhard ran teuf-teuf-teufing down an avenue of 
unaccustomed elephanta. As it is, the authorities have 
been warned that the nolse and excitement of the bands 
and salutes may upset the equilibrium of the more emo 
tional pachyderms. At the Durbar of 1877 several acci- 
dents occurred from runaway elephants. 

But when “the captains and the kings depart’ Delhi 
will count up her material gains. Her trade will have 
received a new impetus, her ways and her methods will 
have been even more modernized. In a little while the 
boast will be heard that Delhi, the rose-red city of his- 
tory, the ancient, glorious capital of Hindustan, claims 
to be called the Battersea of India, or perhaps even the 
Birmingham of thé Orient. *
